t 5, The Deputy Commissioner of Angul, the 
Subdivisional Officer and the Sub-Deputy Collector 
of the Sadar subdivision of the Angul district are 
appointed under section 2 of the Forest Act to be 
“Forest Officers” to carry out the purposes of the 
said Act in respect of the Protected Forests in Angul, 
and are empowered to compound offences. 

$ G. Tho Subdivisional Officer of Khurda, in the 
. district of Puri, is appointed 
under section 2 of the Indian 
Forest Act VII of 1878 to be a “Forest Officer” 
to carry out tho purposes of the said Act in respect 
of all “protected” forests lying within his jurisdic- 
tion, and is empowered under section 67 (1) of the 
said Act to compound “forest offences” committed 
within the area specified.

Under section 3 of the Indian Forest Act, 
VII of 1878, tho Deputy Commissioner of Palamau 
is appointed to carry out all the provisions of tho 
said Act, in respect of all “Protected forests” lying 
within his jurisdiction, and is empowered, under 
section 60 of tho Act, to direct tho immediate 
release of any property seized under section 52. 
Ho is also empowered under sub-section (1), section 
67 of the said Act, to compound “forest offences” 
committed wilbin tho area specified. 


$ 9. Under section 2 of tho Indian Forest Act,' 
VII of 1878, the Lieutonant-Governor is pleased to 
appoint the Deputy Commissioner of Hazaribagh to 
be “a Forest Officer” to carry out tho provisions of 
the said Act, in respect of the “Protected forests”- 
lying within his jurisdiction.

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* (2) Grant of Rewards— Section 75 {b), ' 

1. All non-gazetted Government oflScers and 
persons not in the employ of Government are 
eligible for rewards under these rules. 

3. The Magistrate or the Court imposing the 
fine is bound to inform the Divisional Forest 
Officer, or the Subdivisional Forest Officer not 
being below the rank of an Assistant Conservator 
of Forests or, in the case of forests under the man- 
agement of the Civil Department, the Deputy 
Commissioner or Collector of the district, of the- 
levy of fine, and the whole or any part of the fine,, 
when realized, may be distributed in such propor- 
tions as that officer may think fit among the persons 
instrumental in the detection of the ofience, the 
seizure of the articles, or the capture of the of- 
fender. Besides the amount of the fine, the suid 
person shall also be entitled to share the whole or 
part of proceeds of the sale of the confiscated 
articles. The Forest Officer, Deputy Commissioner 
or Collector aforesaid may also, out of the fine re- 
alized, award compensation to any person subjected 
to annoyance or injury in connection with tha 
proceedings in which the fine was imposed. 

3. Rewards granted under these rules shall b& 
disbursed at once, if they are less than Rs. 100. If 
they are over Bs. 100, that sum only will be dis- 
bursed at once, and the rest after the period of 
appeal has expired, or the appeal has been rejected. 
In the event of the conviction being reversed on 
appeal, the amount paid in rewards shall not be 
recovered from the persons to whom it has been 
paid, unless it shall appear that they have acted 
fraudulently. 

4. In cases where, under section 67 of the 
Indian Foi;est Act, a Forest Officer has accepted a 
sum of money as compensation for any damage 
which has been committed, the Conservator of 
Forests may authorize the payment of a portion of 
the amount realized as a reward to any person who 
may have contributed to the discovery of the 
ofiender. In the case of forests under the man- 
agement of the Civil Department, the Deputy Com- 
missioner or Collector in charge of theV forests is

DRIFT AND OTHER RULES.

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«II.— Angul Protected Forest Rules (section 31). 

The following are the rules for the Protected 
Forests in the estate and district of Angul in the 
Orissa Division : — 

1. Except as heroinafter provided, all bond fide 
residents on Government land in the estate of 
Angul, may (within the limits of their respective 
villages) fell, convert and remove to their homos 
and for their own use only — 

(i) all trees and timber of the species not 

reserved, as well as forest produce of 
every description, free of charge, and 

(ii) with the previous written permission of the 

Deputy Commissioner, all trees and 
timber of the reserved species named 
in Schedule A below, on payment of 
a royalty equal to half the prevailing 
rate for such timber in the reserved 
forest area. 

f 2. If there is no forest within the boundary of 
any village, the Deputy Commissioner may in any 
special case authorize any ’ inhabitant thereof to 
remove any timber or other forest^ produce for his 
own private use from any other village, either (a) 
free of charge, or {b) on payment of a royalty equal 
to half the rate prevailing in the Reserved Forest 
area, 

3. All trees and timber, not of tho reserved 
species, have been sot aside for tho use of the 
tenants and residents of the estate and muy not be 
injured, cut, collected or removed except as horein- 

" after provided. 

4, Trees of tho following description — ^Bheru 

{OMorozylon sardamia), Kasi {Briedelia rctusa], Kon- 
tasira^ {AU/issia)^ Kongra dolah'iformis\ 

Sonarl (Gassza Fistula), Knrum {Adiita cordi/olia),

implements. The Deputy Commissioner may 
remove from or add trees of any species other than 
reserved trees to tlie above list. 

6. No trees of any species, if more than 6 feet 
in girth, shall bo cut without the Deputy Commis- 
sioner’s sanction. 

0. No large tree of any kind having a girth of 
over 6 feet, which may bo used as a shelter for 
cattle or is growing on the boundary line of any 
village or within 60 feot of a public road, shall bo 
cut. 

7. All hoix& fide residents in the estate will be 
permitted to gather within the limits of their own 
village, or, with the sanction of the Deputy Com- 
missioner, elsewhere, edible roots, fruit and 
firewood for their personal use or for sale to other 
residents in the estate, but the Deputy Commis- 
sioner may, for any good reason, withdraw this 
concession from any locality or village. 

8. All bond fide residents may (within the limits 
of their respective villages) cut and remove bam- 
boos for their own use only, but such of them as 
are professional basket-makers may cut them for 
the manufacture of baskets and mats for sale. 

9. A license may be granted by the Deputy 
Commissioner — 

(a) to any inhabitant of a town or village in 
the vicinity of the protected forest, 
permitting him to take trees, timber, 
and other forest produce for his own 
use; or 

(5) to any person authorizing him to cut," 
convert or lemove trees, timber or other 
forest produce for the purpose of trade, 
or to any person authorizing him to 
pasture cattle in the said forest. 

10. Such license shall provide for payment by , 
the licensee, at the current rates, for timber or 
other forest produce to be taken Or for any right 
of pasture conferred. 

11. A washerman, potter, blacksmith or other 
person following an industry which requires the 
consumption of a large quantity of fuel, shall 
obtain from the Deputy Commissioner • an annual 
license for which he shall pay such licettse fee, not 
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exceeding ''ono rupee, as may seem to tlie Deputy 
Commissioner proper. 

12, No person shall— 

(a) out any green tree at a height excooding 
12 inches from the ground ; 

(i) fell, convert, 2*emovG or otherwise deal 
with any tree, timber or other forest 
produce of tlio said forest, or pasture 
any cattle therein, except as provided 
by these rules ; 

(c) out up for fuel or fencing, or in any way 

damage, waste, or lesson the value of 
^ any wood of tho reserved description ; 

(d) injure any tree of the reserved species, 

whether in tho course of oolleoting 
forost produce or in any other way, 
except when permission has been ac« 
corded to rear /ussur or lac on 
or other trees when tho branches may ^ 
he lopped or when tho branches of tho 
/cAmr aro out for tho manufacture of 
catechu ; 

(c) use firo in the process of collecting forost 
produce, clearing land for cultivation 
or improvement of pasture lands; 

(/) manufacture charcoal, except in localities 
previously approved by tho Deputy 
Commissioner; or 

C^) hunt, shoot or fish in contravention of any 
rules for tho time boing” in force as to 
a close season or tho -possession and use 
of arms. 

13. 'With tho permission of tho Deputy Coili- 
missionor, trees of the reserved species and bam- 
boos may bo felled, cut, lopped or removed, and 
other forest produce may be manufactared and 
removed on bolialf of a public object or Govern- 
ment work or for ’the improvement of tho Govern- 
ment estate, tho produce being disposed of as may 
have been approved by tho Deputy " Commissioner. 
Any amounts realized from this source will bo 
credited as forest rovonuo. 

14:, Persons who aro iond /fdb rosidents on 
Government land in tho district may (within tho 
limits, of .Ijheir respective villages) graze, free of 
charge/ an;^ cattle other than sheep and goats, 
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■whicli are their own property, or which >they may 
have hired for their own household or agricultural 
work, provided that — 

(a) the pasturing of sheep and goats shall be 
prohibited if separate areas are avail- 
able and can be allotted for the pur- 
pose; 

(J) the Deputy Commissioner may, to promote 
tree growth, close any area to the 
pasturing of cattle or sheep and goats 
for any period not exceeding five years, 
when in his opinion there is sufficient 
grazing ground available elsewhere 
within a reasonable distance ; 

(c) if it shall appear to the Deputy Commis- 

sioner that the area within the limits of 
any village cannot afiord proper pastur- 
age for cattle (io/id fide the property of 
the villagers), he may, by an order in 
writing, autborize them to graze their 
cattle within any other forest area, 
provided it can supply the requirements 
of both villages; 

(d) professional graziers of goats and sheep 

may only graze such animals in places 
set apart for the purpose by the Deputy 
Commissioner ; all professional graziers 
shall pay the following grazing fees or 
such other fees ^s may, from time to 
time, be fixed by the Local Govern- 
ment : — 

For a buffalo (of any age), 8 annas 
for any period not exceeding 
one year. 

For any other animal (of any age), 

4 annas for any period not 
exceeding one year. 

15. No land in the protected area shall be 
cleared or broken up for temporary or permanent 
cultivation, except with the written permission of 
the Deputy Commissioner and subject to the 
condition that slopes having a gradient of more 
than 15 degrees shall not be cultivated, and that 
trees of the reserved species, including stems of 
any age, shall not be felled, cut, 'burnt or injured 
in any way. - 
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16. No land shall be cleared or broken up for 
any irrigation work, or any public purpose, with- 
out the wi’itten permission, in each case, of the 
Deputy Commissioner. 

17. These rules are subject to the provisions 
and condition of any settlement of revenue and 
record-of rights made or hereafter to be made 
under any rule or law for the settlement of land 
for the time being dn force in the district of Angul. 

18. The Deputy Commissioner may, with the 
sanction of the Superintendent, Tributary Mahals, 
previously obtained by an order in writing, dele- 
gate to the Forest Officer in charge of the Angul 
Forest Division, all or any of the powers conferred 
on him^ by these rules, and may, by a like order 
under similar sanction, resume any power so dele- 
gated. When such pow^’S are conferred on the 
Forest OfiScer, the protected forests shall, to the ex- 
tent of the power delegated, be imder his manage- 
ment, but the same shall be exercised, subject to the 
control of the Deputy Commissioner of Angul.

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The construction of grazing camps, enclosures, 
or hathans is jprohlbited, except on the sites pointed 
out by the Divisional Forest Officer, Sites for two 
haihana shall be allowed to each grazier whose 
permit allows him to graze more than five head of 
cattle. Should more be required, or a change' of 
site applied for, the question to be decided iu cose 
of dispute by the Divisional Forest Officer and 
Deputy Commissioner. 

6. In the cases in which the two haihana allotted 
to a permit-holder lie in two different blocks, he 
shall not leave one for the other without previous 
notice to the range officer, and without having the 
permission of this officer endorsed on the permit. 

7. For the construction of, and repairs to, 
these haihana, permit-holders may utilize such dry 
fallen wood ss may be found in the vicinity, and, 
with the permission of the range officer, canes 
and bamboos. Should sufficient dxy wood not 
be available, the Divisional Forest Officer, or hia 
subordinate under his orders, may mark and allow 
to be cut for this purpose trees of the less valuable 
kinds of smaller girth than 18 inches on prepayment 
of annas 4 per tree. No charge will bo made for 
canes, bamboos, or dry wood. 

8. The Divisional Forest Officer may prohibit 
the construction of haihana for draught cattle.^ 

9. -^ The cutting and lopping of trees is prohibited. 
This rule does not apply to bamboos, creepers, and the 
trees known as Dmg-Dung { Brasaaiopsia Hainla) and 
Dndhia {Fictia gemolla). 

The prohibition of cutting and losing trees does 
not apply to the shrub known as Phulsari {Ruhua 
Jmcatua). ' ^ ^ ^ 

10. Payment for permits for grazing ‘will be 
made in aavance on the first day of the month, and 
in case of payment not being made by the 10th, 
double fees may be charged; if not made by the 
SOtb, the cattle may be driven out of the forest, 
or the defaulters prosecuted under section 25 (d) of 
the Indian Forest Act, and the issue of a permit 
'refused, sulnect to appehDto the Conservator.

■will be produced for inspection whenever called for 
by any Forest or Police Officer. ^ On the expiry of 
the term for which a permit is issued, it shall be 
returned to the office of issue, and a fresh permit 

• may be refused, unless the applicant produces his 
expiring of expired permit. 

13. The range officer shall, after issue of a notice 
to any holder of a grazing permit, copy of which 
shall be sent for record to the Divisional Officer, 
require that on a day dxed, not less than seven days 
from the date of the notice, he shall have all his 
cattle within his haihan to allow of their number 
being checked with his permit. Such inspections 
shall not be made oftener - than four times in tho 
year: they shall ordinarily be held between the 
hours of 7 and 10 a.m;. so as not to cause unneces- 
sary inconvenience to the permit holder, who may, 
however, by giving at least two days* notice to 
the range officer, fix any other hour between 8 a.m. 
and 6 f.m* of the day appointed by the notice that 

' may be more convenient to himself. Should the 
permit-holder refuse or neglect to comply with tho 
terms of the notice referred to above, or otherwise 
hinder the thorough inspection of his cattle, .the 
issue to him of a fresh permit may be refused until 
be has complied with the requirements of this rule. . 
• The Conservator may exempt by name, class or 
locality any person^ or persons from the require- 
ments of the preceding dause.

* Gamdak River RuiiES (secjtion 41): 

The following rules regulate the transit of timber- 
on the Qandak river so far as it flows within the 
jurisdiction of the Government of Bengal. 

1. No person having launched his timber or set 
it afloat on the Gandak river shall collect the same, 
except — 

(a) with the permission, in writing, of the 
officer in charge of the 'Gorakhpur 
Forest Division ; 

(2) at places which such Forest Officer shall 
notify as catching depdts. 

S. No person shall raft or otherwise convey any 
timber on the Gandak river ivithout first obtaining 
a pass from the Forest Officer in charge of tho 
Gorakhpur Forest Division, or from such subordi- 
nate officer as the said Forest Officer may autlioiize- 
in that behalf. Such pass shall show we number 
of .logs or pieces, the kind of timber, . the marks 
indicative^ of the owner’s property therein, the 
place of its destination and the time for which 
it shall remain in force. It may specify that tho 
timber may be stopped at certain places to bo 
named in the pass. 

3. No pass shall be issued for any nnmarked 
timber, of for such timber as bears a mark not 
registered as hereinafter provided. 

4. Any Forest or Pouco Officer may require 
any person rafting or conveying timber, as afore- 
said, to produce the pass for the same at any time; 
No person shall be entitled to raft or convoy 
timber by virtue of a pass which he does not him- 
self hold, but which is, or is stated to be, in the 
hands of .some other person. In the event of 
the' pass not being produced, the Forest Officer 
may detain the timber. 

5'. For eveiy pass issued under rule 2 a fee not 
exceeding one anna for each log or piece of timber 
to which it relates may be levied at such places as 
the Conservator of Forests may from time to time 
direct. 

- 6. Every person wishing to raft or otherwise 
convey timber on the Gandak river shall notify to

7. No person shall be alWed to register a mark 
already registered in favour of another person, nor 
any mark used by the Government, and the Forest 
Officer in charge of the Gorakhpur Forest Division 
may refuse the registration of any mark which, in 
his judgment, too closely resembles a mark used 
by the Government or registered in favour of any 
other person.

* I,— Area in which unmarked wood is the! 

PROPERTY OP Government (section 45). 

The river Gandak and its tributaries iu the 
'Champarau and Saran districts, or along their 
borders down to the point where they are crossed 
by the Motihari-Chapra road, including an area 
mthin a direct distance of two miles from either 
bank of the main stream of the Gandak river, 
taking that stream at its cold-season level (provided 
always that these areas ate within the jurisdiction 
of the Government of Bengal), are areas within 
which all unmarked timber of the following ties* 
cripiions shall bo considered to be the proper^ of 
Government, unless or until any person establishes 
his right and title thereto under the provisions of 
the Forest Act and the roles made under it:— 

Sdlf msUf deodar^ tun^ asminaf haldti^ chiry and 
sandan, in pieces exceeding 2 feet in gir& and 4 
feet in length, but no other classes or sizes of 
unmarked timber whatever* 


II.— Drift Timber Rules FOR the River Gandak 

AND ITS TRIBUTARIES fCHAMPARAN AND SarAN 
districts) (SECTION 61), 


1, All timber found adrift, beached, stranded or 
sunk; all wood or timber bearing marks which 
have not been registered under section 41, Act YII 
of 1878, or on which the marks have been oblitera- 
ted, altered or defaced by fire or otherwise, and all 
unmarked timber which is by this Notification de- 
clared to be the prope^ of Government, may be 
salved by any person within the area above speci- 
fied. 

2. The salver shall inrimate the fact that he has 
salved wood or timber to the Divisional Forest .

3. Any such person who shall have salved wood 
or timber under these rules shall be entitled to 
receive as salvage fees— 

(a) in the case of wood or timber, the owner- 
ship of which is proved and admitted 
unoer section 47 of the Indian Forest 
Act — ^from the owner, through the 
' Forest Officer, a sum not exceeding 25 
per cent, of the value thereof, as 
adjudged by tho Divisional Forest 
Officer in charge of tho drift operations ; 
(i) in case of wood or timber that becomes 
vested in Government under section 4S 
' of the Indian Forest A ot — from G overn- 
ment a sum not exceeding 25 per cent, 
of the net balance of the sale price of 
tho said wood or timber, after deduct- 
ing therefrom all expenses of transport 
and other charges (if any) : such salvage 
fees to bo paid after the sale has been 
effected, 

4. No such wood or timber shall bo delivered 
to any claimant who, under section 47 of the 
Indian Forest Act, has boon recognized to bo tho 
owner until, under section 50 of the said Act, ho 
shall have paid to tho Divisional Forest Officer 
25 per cent, of its value as adjudged by that officer, 
together -with such other expenses as may have 
been incurred in salving tho said wood or timber. 
Should tho recognized owner fail to make those 
payments within, ten days of his receiving intima- 
tion from tho Divisional Forest Officer- of the 
amount duo, tho property salved shall bo dealt 
with (under section 48 of the Act) as unclaimed 
timber. 

5. All drift and stranded wood and timber 
salved under these rules, which may become vested 
in Government under section 48 of tho Indian 
Forest Act, shall be sold to the best advantage 
after two months from tho expiry of tho period 
fixed for tho disposal of claims under section 40.

The following are the rules for the management 
of the protected forests in the Sonthal Parganas ; — 

1. All h(>n& fide cultivators of Government land 
in the district may, free of charge, fell, convert, 
and remove to their homes for their own private 
use only —

reserved, and^ all other forest produce 
whatsoever within the areas from which, 
by custom or by special orders, they

The following are the areas within which all 
unmarked wood and timber are the property of 
Government unless and until any person establishes 
his right and title thereto under the provisions of 
the Indian Forest Act) 18T6, and tliO rules made 
under it 

The seashore and the rivers and creeks in the 
districts of the 24'Parganas and Jessore, so far as 
they are included within the boundary of the 
reserved and protected forests of the Sundarbans. 

II.— Rules fob the collection and disposal op 
DRIFT wood (section 51). 

1. All words used in these rules and definod in 
Act VII of 1878 (the Indian Forest Act, 1878) 
shall be deemed to nave the meanings respectively 
attributed to them by the said Act. 

And in these rules * Drift Timber^ shall mean 
timber of the descriptions mentioned in section 45 
of the said Act. 

2, Any person who, within the area of the 
Sundarbans to which section 45 of the Act has 
been extended by the Government Notification of 
the 3rd November 1879, published iu the Calcutta 
Gazette of the 19tb idem, wishes to salvo drift 
timber, shall apply to the officer in charge of the 
Sundarbans Forest Division for a written permit 
specifying the nature of the timber which he wishes 
to salve, and shall register the boat or boats to bo 
used in salving. 

Eveiy boat so registered shall have conspicuously 
painted on it its rogistor number, the date of 
registration, and a letter indicating the revenue 
station at which such boat was registered. A 
fee of Rs. 6 shall bo levied for each boat for tbo 
first registration, and a foo of one-half this amount 
for every subsequent registration. Every registra- 
tion shall hold good for one year from the date 
thereof. Provided that if any person shall wish 
to outer the area definod above for tho purpose of

salving drift timber, the property of himself or of 
any known owner, a written permit for this special 
purpose may be granted him by the ofHcer in 
charge of the Sundarbans Forest Division on 
payment of a fee of Rs. 2 only ; but such person 
shall bo bound by all the conditions regarding the 
registration and marking of his boats laid down in 
this rule. 

3. All timber salved shall be .taken, with as 
little delay as possible, to the nearest drift timber 
dopOt. 

Nothing in the preceding rules shall be held 
to prevent any person lawfully plying a boat 
within^lio limits of the Sundarbans reserved and 
protected forests from salving any drift timber that 
ho may find. 

5. All drift timber salved under those rules, 
which may become vested in Government under 
section 48 of tho Indian Forest Act, shall be sold 
by auction within such periods and in such manner 
as the Conservator of Forests may direct. 

6. Any person, whether a forest officer or not, 
who has salved any drift timber, shall bo entitled 
to receive as salvage an amount equivalent to 15 
per cent, of the oatimatod value of such drift timber, 
as adjudged by tho Sundarbans Divisional Officer 
or by any subordinate officer specially authorised 
by tho Conservator of Forests in that behalf— 

(а) Provided that any person authorised by 

permit to salve drift timber under 
under Rule II shall receive as salvage 
an amount equivalent to 2d per cent, 
of tho estimated value of tho drift 
timber solved by him, such value being 
adjudged as above provided. 

(б) In special cases the Conservator of Forests 

may increase tho amount of salvage to 
a sum not exceeding 50 per cent, of tho 
estimated value of tho drift timber 
salved. 

(c) When more persons than one are concerned 
in salving, the amount of salvage shall 
be paid to them collectively and on 
their joint receipt.

Any 
such person who wishes to graze his cattle in the 
upper forest shall take out a quarterly pass for tliat 
purpose on or before the first day in each quarter, 
at the office of the Divisional Forest Officer, and

EXeCUTIVE ORDERS RELATING TO FORESTS. 

Goustitatioii of ForDSis. 

Forest Settlements. 

In forwarding the aooompatiying copy of a Memorandum by the 
. . Tnj., Officiating Inspector-General of Forests on 

ci?coi«r''Ho? B 1 ?.,° datud 27th the procedure to bo followed in Forest Setlle- 
Aprii 1SS7. ments, I am direolod to say that it is hoped that 

this Memorandum iliay serve as a useful guide, both to Forest Settle- 
ment Officers and to those whoso duty it may he to watob their pro- 
cBodings on behalf of Government. The obseivonoe of the principles 
laid down in. the Memorandum should, in the opinion of His Esoel- 
lenoy the Governor-General in Oonnoil, tend greatly to avert the occur- 
rence of mistakes, sometimes serious in their consequences, that have 
ocoasionally orisen through Forest Settlement Officers, ^ imperfectly 
acquainted with the duties of their office, going beyond their legitimate 
spWe of action, and framing settlements on principles that are at 
variance with existing law. In the Circular Besolution of the Home 
Department, No. 21 F. of the 31st August 1885, oooasion was taken to 
remark how much the work of Forest Settlements would gain in sim- 
plioity and value if the offioers entrusted with their execution studied 
' more carefully the provisions of the Forest Act on this important 
subject; -and it is to facilitoto still further the work of the Forest 
Settlement Officer, and to deGne more clearly the prooednre indicated 
by law, that the present Memorandum has been framed. 

2. 1 am to oall attention to olauses 1 to 5 of the Memorandum, and 
especially .to clause 4, as expressing the views of the Government of 
India as to the powers and duties of the Governments in the reservation 
of land, for forest purposes, 

3. With regard to Forest Settlements in general, I am to explain 
that they are not intended to ohsiruot Local Governments and Admin- 
istrations in disposing of the produce of the State forests as they may 
deem expedient. The Forest Settlement defines rigidly, it is true, the 
legal title of the State to the property in question, and serves to pro- 
tect that property from the accrual of other rights than those lawJmlly 
existing at the time of settlement. But when once this settlement has 
been efieoted, there is nothing to prevent Local Governments' and 
Administrations from making such use of the forest resources as 
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appears advisable to them, subjeot only to tho rosponsibiUly ■wbioh rests 
upon thorn of having a just regard to tho fiscal interests of the Stoto. 

4 Working-Plans ore noeessary for tho proper management of 
tho forests; but their object is simply to work the forests to which they 
apply in such a wajr that the forests may moot tho demand upon thoin, 
to any extent required, without waste and without impairing the souroo 
of supply. Up to that limit, it is for tho Local Government to 
regulate tho supply of forest produce to m&et local wante. 

6. A Working-Plan oaimot, therefore, be effebtually prepared 
without a full and aoourato knowledge of local requirements, and it 
1ms been suggested that tho Porest Sotllomont Offioor'is woU qualified, 
by tho information acquired in tho course of his duties under tho Act, 
to indioato tho nature and oxtont of tho legitimate roquiromonts of the 
people in regard to tho forests under settlement by him. I am to state 
that His Exoollonoy in Council does not objeot to Forest Settlement 
Oifioers being made use of ertra-judieialitf to make enquiries of this 
kind and to supply information; but that it is tboix judicial function 
obiofly which is regulated by the Forest Act. In this respect, their 
duty is analogous to that of a Civil Court, which awards to either party 
in .a suit tho portion of tho property under litigation which appears 
justly due. After judgment, the Government cannot encroach upon 
the share of tho property awarded to other claimants, but may deal, 
as it thinks proper, with tho portion awarded to tho Stato. 


MUMOUANnUK. 

Tbe object of a Forest SotHomont is, in tho first inslanoo, to fix 
and define the legal status and oxtont of the proprietary rights of tho 
State in any forest or waste land constituted or declared to bo forest 
within tho moaning of tho Forest Act, which is tho properly of tho 
Stoto, or ovor wbioh tho State has propriotarr rights, or to tho wholo 
or any port of tho forest produce of which tho Stato is ontilled ; and 
oonsequontly to enquire and record to what oxtont tho propriotary 
rights of the State are limited by legally existing adverse rights of 
privato persons or communitios; secondly, to arrange for tho oxoreiso 
or commutation of ndvorso rights so rocordod, in order to allow of tho 
property hoing managed with tho view of obtaining thp host possible 
return, both now ond in tho future, for thp general public. 

2. Tho settlement of a forest, which bos rosultod in its constitution 
as a Hosorvo, merely dotorminos tho rights of tho Qovorament and 
private persons ovor tho forest, and in no woy oime at presoribing 
^0 ogonoy by which, or the manner in which, the forest is to bo 
admii^tered. Tho way in wbioh a forest may bo managed, or tho 
roquiromonts wbioh it is intended to meet, aro in every instance 
diototod by looal oiroomstanoos. Thus, a Eoserved Forest has not 
nooossarily tho object, as is frequently believed, of producing large 
timber for export or public works, but, more oftoo, that of supplying 
the local demands" in smaller timber, fuel, grass, or any other 
forest produce. A forest may bo said to fulfil its highest function 
when it produoos, in a permanent fashion, the greatest possible quantity 
of that material wbioh is most useful to the general publio, and at the 
same time yields tho best possible xoturn to tho proprietor. 
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3. Tha flettlomant of forest lands under Chapter II of the Forest 
Act is a step vhioh Exes for ever the lespeotiyo rights of the Qovom- 
ment and private persons over the lands ; while we management of 
the forest is a matter that can be regulated by eseoutive orders at 
any time, and in deference to altered req^uirements and varying 
demands. 

4. 'Under section 3 of the Forest Act, it rests with Local G-ovorn- 
ments to decide what forests and waste lands, being the property of 
the State, or over which the State has proprietary rights,^ or to the 
whole or any part of the forest produce of which the State is entitled, 
should be oonstituted a Beserved Forest. There may be forests 
and wastes so situated as to make it impolitio to proceed with their 
settlement; others, again, may bo burdened to such an extent by adverse 
rights of users that the benefits aooruing to the Slate would not 
compensate for the expensive settlement proscribed by the Forest Act. 

But, as a rule, it may be lud down that it is the duty of Government 
to secure the best possible legal title (aspresoribed by the Forest Act) to 
the property, or to snoh share as it owns, in all forests and waste lands 
defined in section 3 of the Act. Having this in view, District Officers 
should be inslructed to initiate proposals for the settlement of all forest 
and waste lands, against the reservation of which, in the opinion of 
the Local Government, no forcible reasons exist. 

These proposals by the District Officers must, naturally, be of a 
general character only. Th^ will simply specify the limits of the 
Itmd in question in such a way as to fix its situation and to be readily 
intelligible to interested parties; they should not enter into any 
discassions likely to afioob the future settlement, and render ineffective 
the provisions of section 6 of the Act. ^ ^ 

o. " Whenever a Local Government is satisfied that no special reasons 
exist why land, fulfilling the description in section 3 of the Act, should 
not be oonstituted a Beserve, the notification prescribed in section 4 
should issue, and a Forest Settlement Officer be appointed. 

6, The prooedare of a Forest Settlement Officer may be oonsidored 
under three separate heads, vi \: — 

(1) the prooedare previous to the adjudioation of claims ; 

(2) the adjudication as a Civil Oourt ; 

(3) the action taken after the adjudication of claims. 

7. Under (1), the Forest Settlement Officer is required to— 

(a) speoii^ the limits of the proposed forest ; * 

(i) explain the oonseqnenoes which vdll ensue on the reservation 
of the forest; 

(c) fix a period during which olaims may be preferred either in^ 
writing or in person. 

,8. Under (2), the Forest Settlement Officer, acting as a Oiril 
Court, is required to record the substance of all statements regarding 
olaims to rights invited under section 6. He is further required to 
make a similar record of any rights of which the existence is asoeitainod, . 
whether from previous records or by local enquiry.

■ relation, The dtmonltp can ba oTorcoms by oxolndine tboso lands, by speoial mention, from the 

rerisloDsbf the proJiaiBSjy BoUfleotioM. 
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GlaimB can be divided into three classes— -> 

(1) claims to a right in, or over, land ; 

(2) claims to forest produce, inoluding pasture ; 

(3) claims to right-of-way or watercourse. 

With respect to class (3), the Forest Settlement Officer has only to 
satisfy himself of the existence of the ways or watercourses in question 
and to record them as such. Any aotion in regard to them is ruled by 
section 24 of the Act. 

Eeferring to dasses (1) and (2), the Forest Settlement Officer’s 
first duty is to adjudicate on the evidence and facts before him, to 
decide whether the rights claimed are legally established or not, and to 
pass an order admitting or rejecting them aooor^ngly in whole or in 
part. It is clearly the intention of the Act to settle these claims on 
their legal merits, and not with reference to any special objects which 
were hod in view when it was proposed to constitute the forest a 
Beserve. Claims must bo admitted or rejected within the limits to 
which the right has been substantiated. Local Governments should, as 
a rule, appoint some person, und^ section 18 (who may most suitably 
be the local Forest Officer), to attend at the enquiry, plead, and act on 
behalf of the Btate before the Forest Settlement Officer. This person 
will have a proper legal standing, he able to oross-ezamine witnesses 
who support olcims, produce evidence to rohnt claims, comment on any 
documents or evidence; and if he desires to prefer on appeal against, 
any decision, the Forest Settlement Officer should give him a certified 
copy of such decision. It is of vital importance that only such rights 
diould be admitted as are legally proved to erdst, and then only to the 
extent proved. 

There is nothing in the Forest Aot that justifies that Forest Settlo- 
ment Officer in providing for the prospeotive wants of non-esistiug 
settleTS, or for a future and possibly more numerous generation ; nothing 
that pernnts the conoessionj by a Forest Settlement Officer, of more 
extensive rights than those which he finds to exist at the time of settle- 
ment. The rights claimed must he aotually erusting rights, vested in an 
individual or person, or in a definite body of persons, such as, for instance, 
a number of co-owners, or a village community. They may be rights 
in gross, unconnected with the ownership of immovable property 
(houses or land), or they may be rights attached to the ownership of 
6uoh property. They may he r^hts endurmg only fox a certain 
period, or for the life of the person in whom they are vested, or they 
may be rights which will pass to the heirs of that person, ox pass 
in perpetuity with the property to which they are attached. But they 
must be existing and vested in some person, or body of persons, who 
can claim them at the time of settlement. 

If the Forest Settlement Officer is permitted to provide _for the 
indefinite prospeotive wants of on indefinite protective number of 
xight-holdors, he may be providing for the gradual absorption and 
final extinotion of the actually listing rights of the State.^ 

It is conceivable that a claiinant might eslablisih a right of such a 
nature that it would possibly, in oouise of time, entitle him to larger 
benefits from a forest than he was entitled to at the time of settlement. 
For instance, he might show that he was entitled to pasture for 
a// cattle employed by him in the cultivation of this land, and he 
might he in possession of extensive woste land, which he was gradually 
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' bringing under cultivntiou — a prooees' whioTi, of nGoesBity, would tend 
to inoreftse tlie number of bis cattle. Here the Forest Settlement 
Officer, though dealing only with “ actually esistiDg rights,” would 
also have to take into account “prospective wants.” 

In such a case, which could probably only arise when the right in 
question had been specially conferred by the terms of a former pant, 

' revenue settlement, or sanad, it would seem reasonable to admit tbo 
acme witbin a mnsimum, which should be determined with reference 
to the rights actually enjoyed by tbo claimant at the time of making 
the record, and with due r^ord to the potential capabilities of the 
'forest. 

A presoiiptive right, to exist at all, must he proved to have been 
regularly eseroised in tbo past; and in no case oau a prescriptive right 
over any forest be held to have been acquired by tbo continuous 
pnrohaso of its produce from tbo owner, the element of adverse enjoy- 
ment and of enjoyment as of right on which proscription rests being 
wholly wanting. 

' - In regard to rights of class (1) admitted in whole or in part, throe 
oouraes oro open to the Forest Settimnont Officer, and those are clearly 
elated in section 10 of the Aot. 

With regard to rights of class (2) similarly dealt with under section 
11, the Forest Settlement Officer is to record, in the manner prosoribed 
in section 12, his deoision in aU cases, whether in favour of the 
claimant or otherwise ; and it would probably ho found oonvoaienfc 
if the Settlement Officer briefly entered on^ epitome of tho grounds for 
hie deoision, tho evidence and finding being, as a matter of oonrso, 
duly rooordod at length in the judicial prooeediiigs. Providing for this 
and other details ot procedure within the provisions of tho Aot, as 
explained in this Memorandum, the Local Qovornmeuts may also make 
rulos, under sootion 75 (ti) of the Aot, similar to those issued by 
tho Government of Madras under seotion 63 (6) of Aot V of 1882. 

Section IS of tho Aot provides for a complete record of the extent 
of such rights as have been admitted, and of tho limits witbiu 
which claim shave been established. I^o preparation of this record 
brings to a olose the duties of tho Forest Settlement Officer whoa 
proceeding as a Oivil Court. 

9. The Forest Settlement OflSoor should now proceed, with due 
regard for the maintenance of tho forest, to arrange for the oontinuod 
exercise of the rights to the extent admitted. 

Under sootion 14, ho is at liberty to adopt one of throo ooursos— 

(a) Transfer tho burden of the right to some other conveniently 
sitnatod and available forest. 

(A) Alter the proposed boundaries, so as to oxoludo an oroa of 
.forest suffioiont for the oxeroiso of tho rights admitted, and 
^ convenient for tho purpose. 

(c) 'Eeoord an order oontinuiug tbo exorcise of the right to tho 
extent odmitted, at such seosons, in such portions of tho 
forest, under such rules as may, from time to time, bo 
. presoribed by the Local Government. 

, It is oyidont that this sootion is only intended to regulate the legally 
admitted rights, and gives no power to alter or extend such rights.^ 

If tho Settlement Officer acts under (a) or (6), tho soolioa explains 
clearly enough what course ho should follow. ^ 
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TTnder (e), the ForeBfc SettlemeDt Officer muBt record a& order 
declaring that the claimants of the admitted rights may continne to 
exercise the rights to the extent admitted, (a) at such' seasons, .(6) 
irithin such portions of the proposed forest, and (e) sabjeot io such 
roles as may, from time to rime, be prescribed by the Local 
Oovemment. 

The rules that are here referred to most not substantially detract 
from^ the rights of either the oloimant or the State. Such rules are 
not intondedto define the legal eiatus of rights claimed, but only to 
control the exercise of rights admitted : for the power to make such 
rules is limited, and does not extend to fixing the number of cattle 
which a right-holder may send into the forest, or the amount of produce 
he may extract. An order admitring a claim to rights of pasture or 
forest produce cannot, therefore, be limited or extended by any 
dedaration in rules framed under section 14 (o) of the Forest Act. 

The rules might be such as to require, e.ff., oatrie to be marked, 
to wear bdls, or produce to be removed by certain roads. 

In oases where the right admitted and recorded is of such 6 nature 
that it would, in course of rime, entitle the right-Wder to largp^ 
benefits from the forest than he enjoyed at the time of settlement, a 
, maximum should be fixed in such a way os to render substantial justice 
' to the claimants and to the State, having due regard for riie well-being 
of the forest. * , > 

JB.ff., for a few years immediately preceding settlement, the cattle 
of a village may have been considerably reduced by disease or other 
causes. It is, in this case, obviously desirable to fix a maximum 
number of oattle in excess of what exist. Similarly, a village, owing 
io dacoities, has been reduced by the emigration of some of its inhabi- 
tants, who, in more eettled times, may be expected to return. In such 
a ease it may be necessary to fix the bamboos, &o., dt a quantity in 
excess of aotual present requirements. • , , . 

Section 15 provides that if a Reserved Forest cannot be momtoined 
as a forest side by side with the continued exercise of such rights as 
have been admitted over it, the Forest Settlement Officer may oommute 
such rights as render a proper treatment of the forest impossible, either 
by cash payment or by the grant of land, or in such other way as he 
thinks fit. The Local Government may make rules in reference to 
this question, which may prescribe the basis upon which money 
compensation may he assessed, or land be -given in exchange (Madras 
Government Notification, G. O. No. 970, dated 27th August 1884, 
paragraphs 12 and 13). 

•- 10. • It is, without doubt,' desirable that a professional Forest Officer 

sbould bo associated with the Forest Settlement Officer to assist and 
advise as to the action the latter may wish to take under seotions 14 
and 16.' 'The question whether a forest can be maintained or not under 
exorcise of certain rights, and whetW section 14 or eeotiou 15 is 
applicable to the case in point, is one demanding praotioal experieuoe 
and professional knowledge; ond the advice of the Forest Officer, 
besides being useful as a means of pointing out what it i^ praotioable 
to effect with due regard to the maintenance of the forest, would also 
prove of material assistance in arranging for a settlement of all olaims 
on a simple and stable basis. ^ ' 

; The Forest Officer moy be usefully consulted in the final selectloA 
of boundaries. ’ * . . - 
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11. This brings iho vorb of tbe Forest Settlement Officer under 
tbe Aot to a oondusion, and, eubjeot to any orders passed on appeal, 
secures, onoe for all, tbe sound legal status of tbe Beserved Forest in 
question. 

12. The management of tbe forest, with tbe legal obligations 
imposed at tbe time of settlement os a first obarge upon it, should now 
be left to the provisions of a Working-Plan, drawn up by a professional 
Forest Officer, after full examination of tbe oapabilities of tbe forest 
and tbe demands, looal or other, wbiob it can supply, and with oareful 
regard to the orders and rules of tbe Local Government under seotion 
14, clause (c). 

13. Appellate Oourta oan only decide on tbe same lines as those 
upon which the Forest Settlement Offioor hod originally passed jndg- 
ment, and the Looal Government, when revising snob procedure nnder 
seotion 17, should bo guided by tbe same prinoiples. 

14. At this stage, it becomes the duty of tbe Local Government 
to publish tho final notification declaring the forest to bo reserved. 
Such notification must specify definitely the limits of the forest accord- 
ing to houndarg marks. As this is intended as a safeguard against 
encroaobments, tho boundary statement should be sufficiently accurate 
to meet this purpose. A mere enumeration of adjacent lands does 
not fedfil tbe requirements of the Aot. 

It will probably be found advisable that tho notification should 
also contain a complete record of the rights subjoot to tho exorcise of 
.whioh it is to be oonstitutod a Heserve. The following form of record 
is suggested :»

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16. “Ondor Bootion 21, the Local Gtovdmmeat may, within five

2. Gases arise in which it may bo desirable to publish, by moans 
anTernmontorinsu OiRoinr of a frcsb notifioatloii, amended desorlptions 
No. 10 p., d»tmi Mth Join 1803. houndurios of Forest Bosorves already 

notiSed under section 19 of the Indian Forest Act or under other forest 
enactments. It 1ms been asoortained that there is no legal objection to - 
this ooiitso, if the fresh notidoation merely provides for the substitution 
of a more exact and dofinito description of the boundaries for that 
which was originally notiiicd, and which, thongh purporting to 
describe tbo boundaries as they, existed at the time, has subsequent- 
ly become inoorroot or proved to be open to misoonstruction. The 
appended form of notitioation is considered suitahle for such oases, and 
may be employed whenever necessary. This procedure must not be 
hold to extend to any such alteration of the boundaries, on the ground 
as would involve either the inolnsion of new areas or the oxolasion of 
any lands which have boon dcolarod by the previous notiGoafion to ho 
Eeserved Forest. Suoh ohangos require oitlior a now settloment of the 
additions it is proposed to make, or, in the case of disforestation, the 
previous sanotion of the Governmont of India.

S. In regard to certain worhing-plan reports, snhmiltod for my 
inn.rei«r,G.«r.i of Tomf Opinion unaorsootion 90 of the Forest Dopsrt- 
Cirmur Ko. 0 w. p, daics mout Oodo, I obsotvod that Iho mothod of 
111 mbtism. sylviojiltaral troatmont proposed hod been 

iuadcqnatoly disousssd and justiflod, and I have accordingly tho, 
honour lo addrciis you on tho subject. 

2. Section 89 of tho Codo is in this respoot perhaps insuffioiontly 
clear. It rules that, in working-plan reports under “method of treat- 
mon^” tho following BubjoolB shall, as far as possible, ho disonssod:— 

(а) Objeot sought to ho obtained. 

(б) Mothod of troatmont adopted. 

(c) Tho exploitable ago. 

3. It is obvious that for ©very forest thoro is only ono method of 
troatmont whioh is sylvleiilturally the best, and which ought to bo 
adopted if oircumstanees sc permit. But oircumstanoos do not always 
permit, and in tho case of our Indian forests, they 'rarely permit, the ' 
unqualified 'application of tho tboorotioDlly oorroot plan. Thus wo may 
frequently bo obliged to adopt, daring a period of known duration, a 
preliminary oouiBo of treatment meparatory to tho applioation of the ■ 
sylvioultursUy ooneot mothod. Ox wo nay bo forood to have xocourso 
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fo a method T7hioh is not the best, but whioh \7e' ai^e^ oonsirained to 
apply during an indeteimmate period, in order to satisfy oeuditions, 
such as the want of demand now existing and expected to obtain more 
or less indefinitely. 

4. I need not enlarge upon the disadvantage of dealing in the 
working-plans report oft/y with the method which it is proposed to 
immediately apply, but whioh may not neoessarily be the best from a 
purely sylvicultural point of view. In the first place, it would in that 
case be almost impossible for anybody not personally ao^uainted with 
the local oiroamstanoes to understand why a method of treatment, whioh 
prm& fade is sylvioulturally superior, i,e., better suited to the physical 
conditions of the forest, had not been adopted. Moreover, ciroum- 
'atanoes, suoh as the demand for produoe and the like, may, and in 
many places will, almost oertainly, improve, and thus admit of better 
symouUnre. 

5. I have therefore the hononr to request, with referenoe to 
-seotions 86 and 89 of the Forest Department Oode, that where the 

treatment deemed theoretioally o •rreot oannot at present he applied, it 
may none the loss be briefly discussed and olearly indicated in tae plan. 
Any unavoidable departure from that method should then as far as 
possible bo explained and justified in detail, Lastly, the plan should 
review the probable results of the treatment it is proposed to apply, and 
should explain how and to what extent the improvement of the orops 
ie provided for. In treating of the best possible sylvioultural method, 
the three subjeots mentioned in paragraph 2 above may suitably he 
taken together but oonseoutivoly. In other respoots, and provided the 
sphit of the foregoing instruotiena is 'observed, the arrangomonfc 
prosoribod by the Oode may conveniently bo followed. 


Deviations from Working-Flans. 

6. In some Working-Plans lately submitted to me, under section 90 
t..»ootor.o««c»i of rorcta- Forest Deportment Oode, I have noticed 

Circuter No. IS w. p., dotod that Orders nave been prescribed permitting 
8«bStpuiiiiicri897. ^ felliugs wheu the demand is not 

equal to the possibility of the annual coupe, and prohibiting uuworked 
area balanoes being brought forward for more thau one year. ^ In my 
opinion the principle on whioh these orders are based is frequently 
open to objection, especially in oases where the improvement of the 
future forest is the main object of the plan. Whore a oettain treatment 
is laid down for a forest it seems inadvisable to leave a coupe half 
worked through and to proceed to the next whioh, in its turn, remains 
more or loss incompletely exploited. Bnoh action must result in some 
or all of the oonpes oontainmg, at the end of the rotation, a stock of 
material which sWld have been removed in the interests' of the forest. 

2. It must of course he frequently the ease that, pending the develop- 
ment of the demand, the whole possibility of a ooupa oannot he 
utilized, and this must be more partloularly the oase in the early years 
of the first rotation. But nevertheless I believe ,that the fellings should 
> follow eaoh other regularly; that is to say, that, the cuttings of each 
Euooessivo year should continue those of the year preceding, for, if 
this ho done, then any balance that may remain at the end of the .. 
-rotation will be comprised in one oomplete block, instead of existing in 
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patobes scattered all over the forest. If dunng the course of the rota- 
tion the demand should he found to increase^' the existing balance 
oon be felled and the provisions of the plan fnlly complied with ; whUe 
if, on the other hand, the demand does not rise sufficiently to allow the 
possibility to he removed, then the necessary reduction in the size of 
the annual coupes will he easy to carry out at a revision of the plan. 

3. I consider therefore that each coupe should be completely worked 
over in accordance with the sylvicultural treatment prescribed, and 
that unexploited area balances should be brought forward until they 
are completed ; and I beg to request that this opinion may he mroulatM 
to all Forest Officers in your oirole, and that it naay be borne in mind 
when drawing up Workiag-FlanB in future. 

It is hardly necessary to add that the above remarks, apply only to 
the felling presoriptions, and that the provisions of the' plan relating 
to firo-proteotion, closure to grazing, and other works of improvement 
should be carried out in each coupe os prescribed.

In 
tho Bundarhans Division, owing to the danger from oyolonos and to 
tho groat propensity of tho sundri to throw out opioonnio bmnohes 
and buttrosses, tho thinnings in sample plots will bo lighter than thoso 
^ doBorihed above: thoy will aim at leaving tho solooted type txocs with 
' thoir crowns very nearly touching thoso of tho adjoining trees, and 
thoy will not romove suppressed or overtopped stems, tho rotontion of 
which is required to provont tho growth of opioormio hronohos. 

Rule jfO.— The girths and heights of tho selootod typo trees will ho 
mensurod in the first and every fifth year, either by the Divisional 
OlBoor personally or by a gazetted officer atlnohod to tho Division. In 
intonnodiato yoars heights will not ho moasurod, and tho moasuromonts 
of tho girths may bo entrusted to tho Bango staff. Tho plots will 
bo inspootod annually (tbo rings and numbors being repainted whoa 
.ncoossary), and a report on thoir condition suWittod to mo Divisional 
Forest Olfioor. 

Rule 3i.— All moasuromonts will be made between tlio lat of 
. Docembor and tbo end of February, and it is ossontial that a period of 
twolro months, or a ,multiplo of that period, should olnpso hotwoon 
successive moasuromonts. Thus if tbo first moosuromont of a plot is 
made in Dooombor, eabsequont moasuromonts must take place in tbo 
same month, and not at any other time. 

Rule 12 , — Girths will bo moasurod with steel tapes graduated in 
rnohos and tenths of on inch, and with tho nppor odgo of tho tapo 
touching tho upper odgo of'tho ring. Heights will ho moosurei with

If the above ptooeduro is not fnllowod, that is to say, if drift and 
stranded timber is not colleotod and removed to notified dep6ts, and 
if notices ore not duly published ond claims invited, heard and 
adjudged, the Government oonnot legally appropriate the timber to 
itself, unless it happens to be entitled to it by proprietary right like any

19. The sale of forest stamps and their use on licensts for the' 
removal of forest produce, and the method of oheok on the accounts 

' neoessitated by their use, are xognlated according to the following 
qrstem:— ■ 

System of Foeest Stamps. 

The main prinoiplos adopted are~ 

(1) that vendors shall have os little as possible to do beyond 

selling the stamps and oreditmg the money into tho 
Troasnry; 

(2) that tho olassiflcation of forest revenue for departmental 

E ses shall bo done by paid officials of the Forest 
rtment. 

. 2. Some diffioalty has at times been esperienood owing to the 
inability or nnwillingncss of licensed vendors to themselves attend at 
the Treasury and receive the commission due to them, or to authorize 
by powor-of.attornoy their agen^ or servants to reoeivo it for them. 

order to abate this dmoulty, it has been decided that tho dis- 
count duo on the purchase of forest stamps shall be payable to the 
etamp-vendor’e agent or servant on pioduotion by tho latter of n 
stamped rooeipt signed by the stamp-vendor for the amount of 
commission due. As this commission or discount is payable at &e rate 
of one anna'per zupoo, tho stamp-vondor should experienos no diffionlty 
in making out his receipt. 

Xho receipts may be endorsed on the hack of the oholan^ presented 
by tho stamp-vondor or written on a sepomte poper. Wiwaview, 
howoTOX, to maintain eimplioity of procedure and save trouble in the 
tTieasury, tho receipt in question should ordinarily be endorsed on the 
ohalon. It will then ho necessaiy for stamp-vendors to keep by them 
a stock of cholans and to fill them np themselves, endorsing' a receipt 
for the discount before deepatohiug their servant or agent to the 
Treasury, and stamping the endorsement when necessary. -'With a 
"view to ohooking frauds, Treasury, Offioers should.obtoin a spemmon of 
the stamp-vendors’ signatures, and it would he an advantage if a 
'partioular servant or agent wore ordinarily employed for ihie purpose 
by each stamp-vendor. 

3. Tho Boourity bond to be taken from vendors ehonld be in 
Form A (Appendix I).

1. Lioensod vondora oxe of tbroo olasses — 

(^l) j^Ioxied vendors, being men already in the service of Govern- 
mont 'ffbo are employed in obeobing prodnoo leaving the 
forest. A.n advance of stamps will bo given to them, bat ' 
they will receive no commission or discount on sales. 

(2) Licensed vendors to whom on advance of stamps will be given 

and who will receive a commission of 9 pies in the rupee on 
sole receipts. 

(3) licensed vondora who purchase supplies of stamps from the 

, Treosoiy for cash and receive a discount on their purposes 

of an anna in the rapee. 

The amount of advances admissible to vendors of classes (1) and (2) 
will be fixed by the Forest Divisional Officer with the sanction of the 
Deputy Oommissioner, and security (U j^ust bo furnished by them to a 
titnit which shall bo fixed by the same authority. 

2. The Forest Divisional Officer wiU furnish the Treasury Officer 
with a statement in Form £ (Appendix 1), showing the persons who 
iinve been appointed vendors, and the rate of commission and discount 
admissible to each. Any additions to this list shonld be reported to 
the Treasury Officer by the Forest Divisional Officer from time to time 
in the same form. 

3. Licensed vendors of class (3) must make their own arrange- 
ments for proooring stamps from the Treasury. 

Idcensed vendors of classes (1) and (2) must cither attend at the 
Treasury in person or by ogont, or may send thoir indent by post, 
remitting the cost of stamps, less commission due, if any. The cost 
of such remittance shall ho reoovepd from the Forest Department. 

The Forest Officer may olso, if ho prefers, arrange tor the collect- 
ing of the receipts from, and the supply of stamps to, any vendor 
througbi his own subordinatos.

7. Forest Divisional Officers will ramish lioansed vendors with 
a list of the ortioles for which they ore empowered to issue licenses,, 
giving the rates chargeable for the different loads of such produce, andi 
speoifyin^ the forests for whiuh they may issue licenses. 

8. liioenseB will be in Form F (Appendix I). They will he 
bound in 'boohs of 50.^ Each license will bear the number of the book 
and number of the license, which shonld be entered before issue, and 
should be sealed with the Forest Divisional Officer’s seal. ' 

They will bo issued to licensed vendors as required, free of charge. 

9. Licensed vendors will issue licenses from a single book till alU 
the forms in it are exhausted or the book in use is returned to the 
Divisional Forest Officer as provided in Buie Iff. 

Licousos must always bo given out in the proper scqnenoe of 
numbers. 

Before issuing a lioense, the vendor will fill up and sign all threo 
parts and affix the necessary stamps on the back. If there is only one 
label to ho used, it will bo affixed to the top edge of the license, and if 
there are more than one, the label of highest value will be so affixed^ 
the rest following in suoaessiva descending order of valne touching one. 
another, edge against odgo. The vendor will then affix the date and. 
thus deface the labels on oaoh part of the lioense. Having done this, 
ho will, under tho date, enter the number of lioensB and hook and his .

12. In tli6 DivlBional Forest OfQoo a return will bo ootnpiled from

ordinory receipts (Form 14, Forest Deportment Oode) for ooeh; In 
the few instanoos in whioh solos of drift and waif timber, &o., &o., 
are made, they will ordinarily be for cosh. In other words revenue 
ooming under heads 1 and HI will, in the absence of the special 
permission above mentioned, be cash revenue. Bevenue under head Y 
will, as hitherto, be oash revenue. 

20. Bange OlBoers’ acoonnts (and, as long as Suh-Bange OfBoers 
are retained, their accounts also) will he olosed on the 2dth day of each 
month, and from that date aU sums of revenue received in a Bange 
will of oourse he at once entered ‘in the oash book, hut will not be 
remitted to the Treasury till the 1 of the following month. 

Divisional Officers will close their oooounts on the last day of the 
month. 

21. The Divisional Office cash book will thus include the Tron- 
eury Officer’s figures for the month showing sales of stamps by &o 
Treasury during the month, and all receipts in Banges up to the 25th: 
and of oourse aU his own receipts of the whole month. 

The Divisional Officer’s Form No. 10 will show all the lioonse' 
vendors’ receipts for the entire month. 

Divisionol Officer’s accounts will thus show under head II all 
sales by Bangs Officers for oash up to 25th: and their- return No: 10 
will include under head II all cash revenue of this head received up 
to the 25th as shown in the Bangs cash book, and all sales on stamped 
licenses np to the last day of the month, as per license vendors’ monthly 
statement.

' The whole of Buie 9 translated into the vernacular will be 
printed and pasted on the front cover of each license book, so that 
no vendor can plead ignorance of them. 

‘ Arrangements will be made for the location of the stamp vendor 
as neox the oiielo under working as 'possible. He should be the 
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amt of tlio Stamp Oontraotor, if there he one in the distnot, 
otherwise the most competent person that the Divisional IPoreBt OfEoer 
can eeleot. In suitohle localities the patwari should, if praolicahle, . 
he assooiated in the wort of stamp-vending; not neoessarily to the 
exclusion of other agency. For the present, the existing system 
may he maintained nnder which licenses and stamps are sold by 
one and the same man. This system, however, is only provisional ; 
the object of tho Administration being that the issue of licenses should 
be effected by an ofiSoial of the Forest Department, stamp-vepding 
being left in the hands of contractors and their agents according to 
fi'giiiriTig practice. By this means an additional chock will be estab- 
lished over the vend of stamps. 

The system of license-vending in the remainder of the forests may 
continue as at present, until the Department is in a position to take 
the issue of lioense ^apart from stamp-vending) into its own hands. 

In filling up a lioense, not only the names of the hlooks or forests 
for which it is issued will ha entered, but also tho name of the sub- 
range and range. If a license is issued for more than one blook or 
forest, these hlooks or forests should not only he situated in one and 
the same sub-range, but also lie along one and the same line of export. 
Also, only a single line of export will be presoribed on the license, 
otherwise check wifi, be rendered impossible, enabling the holder, if 
dishonest, to remove,' with little risk of deteotion, the full quantity of 
produce by each separate route. Lastly, the quantity of produce 
covered by a single pass should not be so large as to require being 
removed in several instalments, thereby rendering check difficult, if not 
impossible. If a purchaser wishes to buy a large quantity* he should 
he given more than one license, so that each license may cover only a 
single removal of produce.

2. On the receipt of such instruotione the Divisional Forest Officer 
mast, unless the value of the tress or other produce at current rates 
exceed Bs. fiOO, or he has reason to consider an estimate oxoessive, in 
either of which cases he must at once report to the Deputy Oom- 
missioner, mark the trees or supply the other produce in the area most 
conveniently situated in respect te the work for which they are re- 
quired, where trees or other produce are available, 

, 8. If the value of trees or other produce required for any work 

exceed Es. 500, the Deputy Oommissioner will refer to the Conservator 
with a view to obtain Govemmeat’s sanction of the grant, and if he 
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does not agree to the rednolion of any estimate proposed by the Divi« 
sional Forest Ol&oer he rrill oonsult the Conserrator. If be fails to 
agree with the Oonserrator the question must bo referred to the Oom> 
zuissioner for final orders. 

4. If the Forest Department supplies timber or other produce it 
has oolleoted at the cost of Government, the Civil DepaiWent will 
refund to the former direct expenses incurred on its collection. 

Golloetion of Edible Forest Frodnco. 

81. Unless absolutely necessary in the interests of fire-oonservanoy, 
«-Oon»erT.ior*. oiwainr *^0 general proteotion and improvement of 

forpts, the colleotion, oonanmption, and 
mcRt itttsr No isT.-B., dated removal oy the publio of any forest produce, 
zjtd July IBM. other than animals and the part and produce 

of animals which may bo utilizable as human food, or in medioino, or 
which may be required for some purely ornamental purpose, such, as 
certain mosses, ferns, flowers, grasses, etc., should not be interfered 
with, provided— 

(tj That all produce collected and removed under the permission

-(li} That when the edible or medioinal produce is an article of 
trade in the locality, and of commercial value, bringing in 
an annual revenue of Rs. 100 or more, it may not be 
removed by any person in larger quantity than one seer

FBOStEOTI^TG LICENSES AND ElNING LEASES 
FOB MICA. 

23. The rules sauotiouod by the Governor'General inOonnoil for the 
grant of prospecting lioenses and mining leases for mioain Government 
lands in the Province of Bengal were published for general informa- 
tiou by the Bengal Government, by notification No. 142 T.— 11., dated 
23rd April 1902. In this pamphlet are embodied all alterations which 
have been made therein up to the lat July 1909, 

DEFiNmoN.— In these rules, Collector means the Revenue Officer in 
charge of tho District. 

Frmpceling JOfeenses. 

1 , .(1) A license to prospect for mica, called hereinafter a prospect- 
ing license, shall confer on the licensee ihe sole right, subject to the 
conditions oontained in the lioense, to mine, quarry, bore, dig and 
eearoh for, win, work and carry away mioa lying or being within, 
under, or thronghout the land speoifled in the, license. , 

. (2)«A prospecting lioense shall only he granted with respect to 

Inud in which the mioa mines, or mica, is the property of the Govern- 
ment, and shall apply only to the area described in tho license. 

. UoiB.— A prospecting license ehoold he restricted to such area as is 
reasonably required for Sontyidc prospecting purposes. The Collector’s powers 
in this respect are made sal^otto the control of the Local Gorommont, and it is 
accordingly directed that in cases in which a prospecting license is applied for 
over an ares exceeding half a square mile, a preriOBS reference to the Local 
Goretnmentahould be made by the Collector. ' > 
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2. No piospeoting lioense shall be grafted esoepl; to a person 
approved by the Govemtnent, and snob person shall, before the license 
is granted, deposit as seonrity in lespeot of eaoh license suoh sum, not 
being less than Es. 100, as the Oolleotor may determine, or give security 
to the like amount to the satisfaction of the Collector. Subject to snoh 
deduction on account of compensation for eurfooe damage or otherwise 
as the Collector may order, the amount of any deposit made under this 
rule, should the depositor afterwards become the lessee of any mica 
mining lease, will be carried to his. credit as part of the rents payable 
under his lease,, and should be decline or fail to obtain any such lease 
as aforesaid, will be returned to him. 

3. (1) Every application for a prospecting license for mica shall, 
unless the Local Government shall in any case otherwise direct, he 
made to the Collector of the district in which the land, or some part of 
the land with respect to which the license is required, is situate. 

(2) Every such application ehaU hear a court-fee stamp of the value, 
of 8 annas and shall contain the following partioulars, namely : — 

(a) the nanae, residence and profession of the applicant ; 

{b) a description as accurate as possible, and illustrated by a rough 
sketch, of the sitnation, boundaries, and area of the land, 
with respect to which the license is required. 

(3) Every application shall be accompanied by a certificate of 
approval signed by a Secretary to the Local Government. 

- Noir.— In granting a orrtifioaio of approval, tbo Local Grorernmont should 
satisfy itself that the person intends to ootry out bond fide prospooting work 
and has sufEciont means at his disposal. 


Note by the Board of Revenue. 

Under Qovommont Order No. 714, dated the 6th February 1907, a certifi. 
cate of approval should specify the particular minereds for which approval to 
prospect has been granted and the term of years for which it will remain in 
force without renewal- 

4. ' On receipt of any suoh applioation the Golleotor shall, as soon 
03 practicable, enquire whether the grant of the licenses applied for is 
inexpedient, either on the ground that the loud described in the 
applioation is required for a public purpose, or otherwise. 

5. (1) Should the Golleotor be of opinion that it is not expedient 
to grant the license, or should he find that the lioenso has not been 
approved by the Local Government, he shall refuse to grant the license, 
and shall forthwith report the matter through the proper channel to the 
Local Government, which may pass such orders as it may think fit. 

(2) Subject to the control of the Local Governmentj tho Golleotor, 
if he finds that there is no objection to the grant of the license applied^ 
for, and if the applicant has been approved by the Local ^ Government, 
may ^ant to the applicant a license in snoh form [^pondix n (ff)] as 
may be prescribed, and shall rraort the matter to the Local Government' 
or such other authority as the Local Goverament may ^eot,

7. Every prospecting license shall contain such conditions as may 
in any particular case seem necessary, and shall in all cases contain the 
following conditions: — 

((} The term for which the lioense shall he granted shall he one 
year or such shorter term as the applicant may desire. The 
license may he renewed hy the Collector for a further term 
not exceeding two years whenever he is satisfied that 
the licensee has been prevented from completing his search 
of the land hy any cause other than his own default. 

((V) A moderate rent, not exceeding one rupee per aore, shall he 
paid for the land covered hy the license. 

(tit) The licensee shall pay a royalty at 5 per cent, of the value of 
‘ the mica won and carried away over- and above auch 
quantity as the Collector, subject to the orders of the Local 
• Government, may allow to he taken free for purpose of ex- 
periment. 

(tV) No laud in the occupation of any person shall he entered 
upon without the consent of the oooupier, and no trees, 
standing crops, or other private property shall he out or in 
any injured without the consent of the owner thereof. 

(t>) The licensee ehall make and pay reasonable satisfaction and 
compensation for all injury which may be done by him in 
exercise of the powers panted hy the license, and shall 
, indemnify the Government agoinst all euoh claims whioh 
may he made hy third parties in respect of any suoh 
damage or injury. 

(pi) The licensee shall not out or injure any tiee on unoooupied and 
unreserved land without the permission of the Collector in 
writing. 

(eii) Suoh liconse cannot he assigned, nor can any right or interest 
thereunder he transferred without the oonseat of the Local 
, Government. 

Kors.— The Local Govomment willi as a general rule, wilbliold sanction if no 
proepeoting work bos been done bj the iiconsee, and there ie reason to beliero that 
ho obtained the license solely with a view to immediately selling it out and oat 
at a profit. On tbe other hand, eanotion may with propriety be given it the 
licensee requires further resources or proposes to nssociate other persons, by way 
of a partnership, Syndicate, or Joint Sto^ Company, with himself in the tinder- 
taking, if the assignment or transfer appears to be a bon&fidt arrangement, and if 
the transferee is a person or Company whom the Government would be willing to 
approve as a prospeplor. Hitherto the praotico has been to unfavourably *egW“ 
or absolutely prohibit transfers of prospecting licenses, on tho ground that 
ordinarily there was nothing assuredito transfer, that the transfer was proposed 
with tho solo object of making money out of the public, and that M tho licensee 
was unable to Work his conression, his proper course was to resign it. Undci the 
new tulcs. tho attitude of the Government will be less strict, ^ 
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(&/iV) In oBse of any bmoli on the part of the lioensoe of any 
of the five last pieoeding clauses, the Collector moy 
I summarily rovoho the lioeuso, and hereupon all rights oon- 

^ ferred thereby or enjoyed thereunder shall cease. 

(t«) The licensee shall, within six months nest after the determi- 
nation of the license or the date of the abandonment of the 
undertaking, whichever riiall first occur, securely plug any 
^ bores and fill up or fence any holes or excavations that he 
' may have made in the land to such extent as the Oolleotor may 
require, and shall to tho like extent restore the surface of 
the land and all buildings thereon whieh he may have 
damaged in the course of prospecting: Provided that this 
clause shall not apply to any land held under a mining 
lease. 

(e) Should any question or disputo arise regarding the license or 
any matter or thing conneoted therewith, or the powers of 
the licensee thoieunder or tho amount or payment of the 
rent or royolty made payable thereby, the matter in diffei- 
enco shall bo decided by the Local Government, whose 
deoision shall he final. 

Mining Leases. 

8. On or before the determination of his prospecting lioense, tho 
licensee shall have a right, suhjeot to the rule hereinafter contained, 
and provided that the Local Government is satisfied that tho prospect- 
ing has been of a bond fide oharaotor, to a mining loaso in aocordauoe 
with the terms contained in the rules for suoh leases. 

< Buoh lease may include an area not exceeding half a square mile, 
whether comprising tho whole or part only of tho area for which the 
prospecting license was granted. 

9. (1) Every application for ^e nant of a mica mining leosb 
shall be presented to the Collector in whoso dietriot tho land or somo 
part of tho land with respect to which tho loose is applied for is situate. 
The Collector shall forward the application through the proper channel 
to the Local Government. Tho Local Government moy by general or 
special order require a deposit of money not oxceding Es. 500 to he 
made by tho appuoant in any ease or olass of oases before the applioa- 
lion is takon into consideration. 

Noir.— 'By GoTonunont Ifofificaiton No.^234 Ii.E., dated tho 20tli .Tancary 
1903, the Lientenant-Oorornor has directed that every applicant for a mien mining 
lease shall deposit a sum ot Bs. fiOOhoforo his application for such lonso shall bo 
considered. Tliu sum (o deposited nill, on tho icrinination or surrender of tho 
lease, bo credited to any claim tho GoTcmmcnt may have against tho lessee ; 
and i£ tho dopoait is more than onouch to meet such claim, tho balance will 
bo paid to tho Iciseo. In the event of there bcing'no suoh claim, tho whole of 
tho deposit will bo rofundod to the loasoc. ' 

(2) Uo mica mining lease shall bo granted otherwise than with 
Tespoot to land in whioh tho mine or mica is ilio property of Govern- 
ment or to any persons 'hut approved onpitolista who ate wilh'ng to 
conduct operations on approved methods. 

10. Every 'application for a mioa mining lease shall hear a court- 
fee stamp of tho value of 8 tmnos, and shall contain— 

(a) tho name, residence, and profession of tho applicant, and 

(i) a map of the area oyer whioh the proposed lease is to extend. 
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11. On reoeipt of any suoh applioation, the Local G-OTemment 
may, if the applioant is entitled to a lease under rule 8, or if it oon- 
eiders that the applioant should be granted a mining lease [Appendix 
ll(d)3, grant the same in aooordanoe with these rules over suoh, oue or 
more blooks, each not exceeding half a square mile in area, ss the Local 
Gorernmenb may think fit : 

Provided that no mioa mining lease shall be granted by a Local 
Government under these rules so as to oause the total area held under 
mining leases by the lessee, or by those joint in interest with him, to 
exceed ten square miles. 

No suob lease shall be executed until it boa been approved by iha 
Legal Bemembranoer or other legal adviser, if any, appointed for the 
Province. 

Korn I. --The Local Govommont is empowered to grant to an applicant more 
than one block of land, if it eonsidora^ihis etpediont. Bat tho rigbtof a prospec- 
tor in Tosneot of a mining lease is limited to one block. The granting of more 
than one block to him is entirely in the discretion of the Local Goremmont. The 
nnmber of blocks which nay properly be granted under any one lease is a matter 
of importance, and will vary with tho resonreet at the command of the applicant, 
tho area oi mineralised land in tho locality at tho disposal of the Gorernment, and 
tho possibility of other capitalists being likely to engage in the same industry. 

ffcTc S.—Forms of surrender of leaso under clauses 6 and 7 of tho standard 
form of lease for mica are given in Appendix II (a). 

12. Without tho previous sanotion of the Governor-General in 
Oounoil, the extent of eaob lot or block of loud covered by a mioa 
mining lease shall nob exooed half a square milo, and, where the land 
follows the direotion of a band or belt of mioa, tho length of the lot 
shall not expeed four miles. 

13. The term for whioh a mica nuning lease shall be granted 
must not exceed thirty years, and no covenant for renewal shall be 
inserted in the lease without the previous sanction of the GoTenior-<- 
General in Oounoil. 

NoTE.—Tho Govomment of India would not he prepared to sanction a 
tenowal clause iu lease for purely spaealattvo undertakings. On the other Land, 
they wonid bo disposed to view with favour a proposal for a covenant for renewal 
where the oxistonce of tho mineral is ascertained beyond doubt, where the eaters- 
prise is a substantial one, and where a largo expenditure of capital is essential 
to too proscoutiou of tho undertaking. 

14. Every suoh lease shall contain such conditions and stipnk- 
tions fls the Government of Bengal may in each case oonsidor necessary,, 
but shall in every cose eontoin-the following conditions : — 

(f) Tho lessee shall, during the currency of his lease, pay a 
yearly rent at Be. 1-8 per acre of the total area inoluded 
' in the lease. The rent shall be payable in half-yearly 

instalments, the first payment of which shall be made on 
suoh date ns may he agreed to under the terms of the lease: 
Provided that if the above rate of rent, namely, at Be. 1-& 
per aore, proves insuffioient, or results in a loss of revenue, 
it shall be open to the Local Goverumont, on giving two 
years’ notice to the lessee through the Colleotor of the 
district in whioh the mine leased is situated, to xeintroduos 
at any time the farmer rate of a royalty of 5 per cent, ad 
valorem on all mioa removed or won from the mine.* The 
method of assessing the value of mioa for the purpose of 
calculating tho royalty shall be settled by the Looal Govo 
emment at the time' of the reintroduotion of the old rate,. 
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(u) The lessee shall have the power to relinquish bis grant at any 

time daring the ourrenoy of hie lease on good and satufao' 
tory reasons being shown to the Collector, and after paying 
in full the dead-rent for the year in which the grant is 
relinquished and for the ne£t year. As an alternative a 
lessee may surrender his lease subject to thb conditions 
specified in the rule appended to Government of India 
Circular in Revenue and Agricultural Department’s 
No. 19— 1-4, dated lOlh April 1902, i.c., by giving not 
less than 12 calendar months’ notice in writing, and upon 
the expiration of suOh notice, paying all rents, dues, royalty^ 
oompensatiou for damage, and other moneys which may 
then be due. 

(tV>) The lessee shall, at his own expense, erect and at all times 
maintain and keep in repair boundary marks and pillars 
aooording to the demaroations to be ^own in a plan 
annexed to hie lease. 

(in) Where the area leased lies within a Reserved or Protected 
Porest, the lessee shalhai his own oost clear a line 30 feet 
in width all round the surface leased to him (but included 
in the leased areas) of ail trees, wood, grass, leaves, sheds, 
huts and inflammable material generally. He shall 
maintain this line clear as above every year daring the 
months of February, March, Aptif, Moy, and June. 

(v) No lessee of any block leased under these rules fox mining 

purposes shall divert any road, path or hy-wny on the block 
leased, or any water-course beyond the limits of the block 
leased to bim, and all water runiung waste on suoh block 
shall be returned to its natural obaunel within the limits 
of the same blook. 

(ui) The lessee shall make and" pay reasonable satisfaction and 
compensation for all injury which may be done by him 
in exercise of the powers granted by the lease, and shall 
indemnify the Govemment against all claims which may 
be made by third partis in respect of any suoh injury. 

(oft) The lessee shall not out or injure any tree reserved in the 
lease. Whore ^ the area leased lies within a Reserved or 
Froteoted Forest, the lessee shall at once give to the Forest 
Officer in charge of theiforest a full description of any timber 
or tree destroyed or injured by him. 

(a/>t) Neither the lessee nor any peison claiming throngh or under 
him shall assign the leaBe,or underlet the whole or any 
portion of the premises comprised in snoh lease, without the 
previous consent in writing of the Local Government. 


Kosx.— Before granting sanction to the transfer or assignment of a mining 
Icnso as required by the rules, the Gorommont should satisfy itself that the 
proposed transfer is a bond Me transaction, that the transferee is a person or 
Company of snhstanco, and can bo relied on to fulfil, in relation to the Govern- 
ment, the condition and stipulations of the lease. It is not, however, intended 
that the Government should undertake responsibility towards the public for the 
accuracy of any prospectus which the transferees may intend to issue, or should 
closely examine the details for the proposed transfer, or of the arrasgements 
contemplated after it has taken effect. If in any particular case the Local 
Government 'feels" a difficulty as to how its discretion should be exercised, a 
reference should he made to the Governtnent of India; 
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(ix) The lessee shall oommence operations within two years from 
the date of the ezeontion of the lease, and shall thereafter 
carry them on effeofually in. a proper, skilfnl, and mining-like 
manner, nnless prevented by unavoidable oause. 

(z) The lessee shall keep correct aocoants showing the qnantity 
and particulars of all mica obtained from the mine and the 
number of persons employed therein, and^Iso complete plans 
of the mine, and shall allow any olBoer authorized by the 
Local Oovemment in that behalf at any time to examine such 
accounts and plans, and shall furnish that Gtovernment with 
such information and returns in respect of the aforesaid mat- 
ters as it may prescribe.* He shall also keep his aocoants 
of the mica obtmned from Government mines separate from 
those relating to mines in private lands, if he has any such 
mines. 

*I7o7i;.— All information and roiarns obtnined or famished nndcr this olauso 
shall bo treated as striotlj eonfidontial. A farm of return has been proscribed in 
the G-overnmont of llonfrars Notifleatton No. d37dlj..S., dated the 3rd December 
1 e02, [ Ftde Appendix H (r)]. 

(aui) The lessee sholl allow any officer authorized by the Looal 
Govemmont in that behalf to enter upon the premises 
comprised in the lease for the purpose of inspeotiug the 
same. ^ 

(xii) The lessee shall without delay send to the OoIIeotor a report 
of any accident which may oconr at or in the said premises, 
and alee the finding therein of any other mineral than mica. 
(xiii) Should the royalty or rent reserved or made payable by the 
lease be not paid within two months next after the date fixed 
in the lease for the payment of the same, the Looal Govern- 
ment may enter upon the said premises end distrain all or 
any of the minerals or moveable property therein, and may 
oariya way or detain them until the rent or royalty dne and 
all costs and expenses occasioned by the non-payment thereof 
shall be fully paid ; aud if any royalty or rent remain at any 
time unpaid for ei.v calendar months after the date on which 
it is due, the Local Government may determine the lease and 
take poESosnon of the premises comprised therein. 

(a/p) In ease of any breach on the part of the lessee of any covenant 
contained in the lease, the Lnonl Government may determine 
the lease and take possession of the said premises. 

(as) At the end or sooner determination of the lease, the lessee shall 
deliver up the said premises and all mines (if any} dug 
therein in a proper and workmanlike state, save in respeot of 
any working as to which the Local Government may have 
sanctioned abandonment. 

(art) Should any question or dispute arise regarding the lease on any 
matter or thing oonneoted with the mines and mica leased or 
' the working or non-working thereof, or the amount or pay- 
ment of the royalty or rent reserved or mode payable by tho 
lease, the matter in difference shall he deoided by the Local 
Government, whose decision thereon shall be final. 

16. (1) All operations conducted under the authority of these rules 
within a Boserred Forest shall be subject to suoh conditions as the 
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Local GoTOiomont may ly gonetal or spooial order from time to time 
prescribe. 

(*2) It sbaH bo a condition of aveiy license granted under tlieso 
rnlefi that befute the oommenoement of prospoeting within a Itesereed 
Forest, noiice shall be given to the Distiiot Forest OfBoer of the inten- 
tion to oommehce operations, and that th'e operations shall be oonduotod 
subject to any conditions regarding the use of fire that he may 
prescribe : Provided that the lioensee shall not enter on tho land oovered 
by the license, nor eommenoe operations, without the written permission 
of the Oolleotor. 

(3) Every mining lease which includes any pcrtion of a Reserved 
Forest shall, if it aulnorizes the lessee to fell timber for mining purposes, 
specify the area within which or the quantity up to which, and the 
terms end oonditions upon whioh, he may exerci e that authoiity. 

16. Should the applicant for a prospeofing license or mining lease 
desire the Colleotor to prepare for him the sketch required by rule 3 
(2) (h) or tlie map required by rule 10 (Z»), or should the tketch or map 
presented by the applioont he insnffioicut, the Collector may prepaie 
the sketch or map required, and may, if he so order, recover the cost 
from the applicant at a rale not exceeding 4 annas peraoie. If the 
Ooverument of Bengal has prepared a map of a tract of country 
speoially for the convenience of intending applicants for licenses and 
leases under these rules, and if any applicant makes use of suoh map 
for tho sketch or map aforesaid, it will be open to that Government 
to recover as above suoh share of tho cost of preparing the map as it 
may consider to be equitably duo from such applicant. 

17. If a license or lease is not exooutod within siv' months after 
leave has boon granted for it, tho right of tho applicant to suoh license or 
lease shall be held to have lapsed, unless the Looal Govommont, for 
Bjieoial reasons, consents to grant tho same, notwithstauding the delay.

Rules BEOAnmKQ the sub,mi8sion or Rbforts on Rinrs in Svaiv 

Fouebts. 

26. When any fire affecting an area of 10 acres or more in extent 
oroiirs in any forest, the Divisional Forest 
M?d»'eai»ibjn®joM” Offiocr will, on receipt of a report from the 
Bongo Onieer, if he is himself not piesont, at 
once send a preliminary report of tho ooourrence to the Conservator of 
Forests in the usual form (Adopted Form No. 88) unless he has 
reason to Buppose that he can submit a full report within ten days. 

2. The first report on a forest fire need only give the locality, 
date of oat break, measures taken to oXtingufsb the fire and ascertain 
the cause and tho approximate data by which a full report can bo 
expected to follow. 

3. The full report should supplement and,Jf neoessery, revise tho 
information given in the preliminary report. The full report need not 
he delayed pending the result of prosocutions or lengthy investigations. 

4. The ocourrenoe of a fire affecting an area of less than 10 acres 
need not be reported, unless the ocourrenoe is of exoeptionol interest, 
but it should of course be entered in the Divisional Register of Fires. 

6. Tho record should show whether the Forest is Reserved, 
Frotooted, or Dnolassed, and whether tho area is “ specially protected ” 
or “ unprotected,’' and, if the fire has been a serious one, should be ' 
accompanied by a map. 

6. Forest subordinates who have been conoernod in firing aa> 
intentionally, oxtinguiehing or obtaining labour’ to extinguish fires, 
should be mentioned by name as well os oifioial designatiou in the 
report. 

7 . Areas entered in full reports should be expressed in aores only, 
omitting fractions. 

8. When offenders conoemed in fire oases are deteoted, they should 
ordinarily be prosecuted. But in very exceptional oirouniBtanoes it 
may be desirable to compound suob oases or let the offenders off with 
warnings, aud in euoh ciroumstonoes oases may be so disposed of, 
provided the Distriot Officer approves and any oompensation fixed ia 
realized by the Divisional Officer or by a subordinate who is oompetont 
to compound oases. As a rule, when it is not desirable to proseoute, 
warning offenders is preferable to' compounding, due precaution being 
of courso taken to make the offenders understand that they are being 
leniently dealt with, and the oircnmstances of all oases disposed of. by 
warning or compounding should be reported to tho Conservator.

Homo Department, Nos. 975-976P., dated tbe 
' 0.® a" tkl saS 3 let December 1883, and oimexure, regard- 

ing a proposal to amend seotiitn 68 of~ihe 
Indian Forest Aot, Til of 1878, and to issue, pending such amendment, 
oseoulive orders empowering ofSoers in charge of police-stations 
to admit to bail persons arrested under tbit seotion. 

Section 63 of the Indian Forest Act, VII of 1878, empowers a Forest 
Officer or Folioe Offioer to arrest, without orders from a Magistrate, 
and without a warrant, any person against whom a reasonable suspioiou 
exists of his having been oonoemed in any forest offence punishable 
with imprisonment for one month or upwards. It is also enaoted that 
every officer making an arrest under that section shall without unnecessary 
dslay take, or send, the person arrested before the Magistrate having 
jurisdiction in the case. The Government of Bombay suggested to the 
Government of India that, to remove any hardship whioh might arise 
from the absence of a Magistrate duly empowered in that behalf, seotion 
63 might be amended so as to confer authority on a police offioer, 
within whose jurisdiction a forest offenoc is'oommitted, to release, on 
bail, persona who are arrested without a warrant under that section. 
,The Government of India have agreed to amend the Act, and have 
ouggested the issue, by the Local Government pending such amend* 
mont, of executive orders prosoribing that where the Magistrate’s Court 
is at a distance from the scene of tlie alleged offence, and a poHos- 
station is within convenient access, an accused person, who is ready 
and willing to give bail, should he taken for the purpose to the police- 
station, the offioer in ohargo of whioh might thereupon take aotioniutUe 
matter in acoordnnoe with the provisions of the Criminal Procedure , 
Code, Chapter XXXIX.

Employment of Government Pleader. 

29. The follovring rules have bean framed by the Lieatenant- 
Goremor for the guidanoe oE oGGioers of 
Government and of Government Pleaders 
“ regard tar the prosecution of orimi- 
, nal charges before any Court, and for the 

payment of fees to Government Pleiders for oonduoting such oases on 
behalf of Government. 

1. The Government Plea ler is bound to advise the head of. any 
Government office on any legal matters afieotingthe interests of Govern- 
ment in conneotion with the department whioii such officer' represents 
without the payment of a fee, such service being covered by his general 
retainer. 

2. The Government Pleader is bound to advise a Government 
officer consulting him on behalf of a ilunioipality, Distilot or Local 
Board Committee, Port Trust, or of any public body, over whose 
proceedings snoh Government officer is legally vested with powers 
of supervision or control, on payment of a reasonable fee for his opinion. 
The amount of such fee shall be noted on the reference, and, if 
offered to and refused by the Government Pleader, shall be Used by 
the Legal Itomembrancer on reference to him by the officer who makes 
the tender. 

3. When a Government Pleader conducts a case in Court, he isr 
ordinarily, that is, subject to any special order of the Superintendent 
and Eomembranoor of Legal Affairs, enlitled to Es. 16 a day in oases 
before Magistrates and in Sessions oases. In appeals be is ordinarily 
entitled to Es. 16 if the appeal takes up the whole or greater part of 
the day, and to o proportionately smaller sum if it takes up half a 
day or less. In the 24-Pargana8, by a special order of Government, 
the Government Pleader is allowed Es. 3*3 o day. 

41 In all cases of oriminal prosecutions brought against public 
officers for acts arising out of the performance of their public duties, 
Government Pleaders are bound to defend them, subjeot to the condi- 
tions laid down in the oiroular of Government, No. 38, dated the 7th 
July 1879, and are entitled to fees. 

5. The following is the procedure to be followed when prosecutfons 
are instituted by public officers. Where the charge is of a cognizable 
offence, the proseoutiou will ordinarily be conducted by the police. 
Where the charge is of an offence whioh is non-oognizable, or, though 
cognizable, .calls for special ariangements, the officer who prefers the 
complaint should refer for instructions to tho Magistrate of the distnot, 
who may, if he thinks fit, either instruorthe officer himself to prose- 

r onto, or,' if the case is of a complioated and difficult nature, rendering, 
in bis opinion, the employment of the Government Pleader or of 
some legal practitioner necessary for a proper proseontion, may direct 
the Government Pleader to prosecute or report, for the sanotion of the 
Legal Itemembranoer, whot other arrangements he has to propose. 
The Government leaves it to the Legal Eemembtanoer to see that 
the tendency to unnecessarily employ Government Pleaders is kept in 
cheek. 

6. Governmept Pleaders should never bo deputed to the mnfassal 
without the previous sanction of the LpgalEemembrauoer, who will, if 
be considers it neoessiiry, refer any case for tho orders of Government.

10. In serious or important oases the question whether Govern- 
ment should ho represented or not should not depend on whether 
a plondor or oounaol is employed on tho other side, but should bo 
dcolded by tho Legal Romombrnnoer on tho merits of tho onso itself. 
In cases which might take more of tho Deputy Legal Remembrancer’s 
time than he can atfoid to give with regard to his other duties, 
tho Legal lleraombrnneer should exercise tho authority vested in 
him of employing oouiisel to appear for Government. It will also 
bo open to tho Magistrate to apply, through tho Legal Bmembrauoer, 
for the sanction of Govornraont to tho omploymont of counsel in 
mufassal cases. In cases, ..however, whore Uioro is no time to refer 
the matter to Govornraont for sanction, tho Legal .Itomombrancer’a 
sanction will be suffitieni.

BUDGET, RETURNS, ACCOUNTS AND OFFICE ROUTINE.

G 0 T.n.n.rt of . 1- 1)8 Mmembered that for the 

tioo No. 2 iczEz., dated the inoieaBiDg of expeaditurB conditions must 
3«h dptii 1901. present indepenienlly — 

(1) The espenditnre mast be tnibin the limits of the originally 

sanotioned budget estimate, or of some “extra grant” 
sanctioned by oompetent authority in edition to the 
original estimate. 

(2) The expenditure must hare been sanotioned, as expenditure 

by superior authority, unless it is within the sanctioning 
powers of the expending officer. 

liTeither of these two oonditions implies the other, and it is the duty 
■of the expending officer to satisfy himself that both are present. 

Although it IB sometimes, in occasional extraordinary oironmstances, 
necessary for on expending officer to disburse money, or to engage to 
do so, in the absence of one or both of these conditions, he must 
remember that be is taking upon lumself a responsibility for which he 
has to give a due account, and he is bound at once to report his action 
for regularization. 

The Budget Estimates are passed and tantlioned before the corn* 
G0T,«»»t of India oi«ui« mencement of the year to which they apply. 
Ho. 6F., dnted thnsuiMnroh They provide for expenditure within certain 
limits} and Local Governments have power, 
subject to well-known rules, to regulate their expenditure within these 
limits. Outside these limits no expenditure of any sort whatever can 
properly be inouried, unless a special additional grant to cover it has 
been applied for and sanotiontd by -the Government of India. 

The Revised Estimates (not Revised Budget Estimates, as they are 
often improperly called) make noprovkion for any expenditnre whatever ; 
they are accepted, not sanotioned, by the Government of India ; and no 
entry in them carries with it any authority for expenditure of any 
Trinft. They do not even- provide for, or authorize, the expenditure of 
charges already entered in the Budget Estimates; for these latter alone 
pdasesB authority. The Revised Estimates are not Budgets or appro- 
priations of money, nor do they supersede the Budget Estimates os 
the basis for the regulation of expenditnre. They are estimates pure 
and simple, prepared for information, in order to indicate to 
Government how far the expenditure already sanctioned (in the 
Budget Estimates and in subsequent additional grants, if any) vrill bo 
worked up. to. If the figures'for e^enditure in tho Revised Estimates 
exceed the total of the Budget Estimates, and of special grants already 
made or applied for, they clearly must be wrong, and will he oorreoted 
nooordingly by the Government of India ; for no expenditmre can he 
inourred that has not been sanotioned, and, if it had become apparent, 
before the preparation of the Revised Estimates, that expenditnre in 
excess of existing sanction would he necessary, additional sanction 
would, under standing rules, have been applied for at once. 
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Uho rule is that Banolion to all expendituro in esooss of Budget 
proTiBion must he applied for fl4 won «« it becomes apparent that such 
expendilwe mil be necmary. When, however, the excess expenditure 
under individual heods is smalt, it may happen that the general review 
of the year’s roq^niroments which ia made for the purposes of thoRoviBed 
Estimates disaloses for the first time the nooessity for suoh oxpoudiluro. 
When that is the ease, the application for an additional grant mast ho 
made at onoe, separately, and in a oorapleto form, bo that it may bo 
disposed of quite apart from the Revised Estimates. It has, indeed, no 
' oonneotion with those estimates; for the makiug of the application is a 
condition preoedeut to the inclusion of the sum applied for in the 
estimated: in short, tho estimates depend on the grant, not iho grant 
upon the estimates. 

As Boon, then, as it appears that expenditure in oxcoss of Budget 
Bunotion will bo nocessary, an applioation for an additional grant 
should he made at oneo. It must be shown — 


(1) that the expenditure is necessary and unavoidable, or at 

least in the highest degree advisable ; 

(2) that it could not have boon foreseen when the Budget 

Estimates were prepared; or, if it could havo been, it 
must be explained why tho nooessary provision was not 
maqe; 

(3) that it cannot be met by reappropriation within the 

Eudgot grant for forest expenditure; 

(4) that it cannot bo mot by reappropriation from the Budget 

grantsundor other major heads of oxpondituro which

The authoiized grants made in the letters ■which convey orders on 
the Budget Estimates and any additional grants or roappropriations 
made under proper sanction and authority, and not the figares in the 
Revised Estimates, should therefore always be made the basis of 
applications for any necessary addition.il grants. As soon as -it 
becomes apparent that expenditure in excess of the budget grant will 
be necessary under any head and cannot be avoided, an application for 
an additional grant should be made, unless it is within the power 
of the Local Government to sanction the grant itself : full explanation 
of the partioular items to whioh the excess is due and of the reasons for 
inouning the expenditure should be given, and speoifio reappropria- 
tions of budget grants should be proposed, or if it is neoessary to go 
beyond the limits of budget grants spedfio additional giants should be 
proposed ; nor should the explanations ’required in these oases refer in 
W way to the Revised Estimates. It is not oonveniont that the 
Revised Estimates should be in any way connected with such applioa- 
tions, as their acceptance does not imply any sanction to the expendi- 
ture included in them. ^ L 1 

It is also necessary to point out that additional grants for any year 
cannot be sanctioned after the close of the year ; and that proposals for 
sneh grants as well as for reapproprialions of existing grants should 
theieforo always he submitted in time to admit of oraers on them 
being passed before the close of the year. Excesses of expenditure 
whidi are ascertained too late to admit of that should he dealt with as 
prescribed in the above-quoted Resolution of Zlst March 11:95.

on the counterfoiL 

2. Tho remitfor should make out a mouoy-order on one of these 
forms, filling in iho namo of the most convenient post office and other 
particulars, and making it payable to the officer iu charge' "of the 
troasnry, and should eend it trith the cash to tho post office.

» 0 a oy (MS. receipts, which accompany Form No. 36, not 

being properly filled iu by some of the Divisional Forest Officers. In 
some oases the column is left entirely blank, while in others the number 
of the items and the date of entry in forest aoCounts entorod therein 
do not oorrcspoiid with the number of tho items or of the ohalans and 
tho dales of romittancos' shown in Form No. 36. As these partionlors 
ore required for the agreoraont of the remittances debited, in the 
forest accounts with those credited in tho treasury accounts, Divisional 
Forest OlilocrB are required to fill in tho last oolumn of tho oonsolidatod 
treasury receipt regularly and correctly. 

In some Divisious a large number of items of treasury credits re- 
main unadjusted for a oonsidorable length of time, although oil items' 
ah^ould be oharged oil to remittauces direotly they are remitted to 
treasury. In the case of Subdivisional and Bango Aocounts which are* 
oloBod before the expiry of tho month, romittancos made between the 
closing of tho accounts and the last day of the mouth can always bo 
adjusted in the next month’s accounts. 

The Divisional Forest Officers should pay special attention to the 
adjustment of remittances. On receipt of n Oonsolidatod treasury 
receipt they should carefully obeok the entrios in it with those in their 
atqwhti, and if .there is any discrepancy, they should at once eutei* 
into'ccrrcBpoiidehoe with the Treasury Officer ooucerued.

Annual Flans of Operations. 

19. Annual plans should be prepared along with Budget estimates 
' and should, be submitted through the District 
”* Officers ooncemed at the some time as Budget 
estimates are submitted to tbe Conservator of 
Forests. Thus plans of operations for 1906-06 should be submitted not 
later than the let September 1904. 

2 . ‘Tb^^ should be for forest' years, but need not be lengthened to 
explain minute discrepanoies wim Budget estimates due to the foot 
that the latter are for fioanoial years. 

3. They should be prepared with the objeot of displaying to District 

Offioers ooncemed proposals for 'managing foiests during tbe years 
they apply to. ^ ^ ‘ 

4. When fellings, thinnings, export of forest produce, protection 
against fire and the execution of work of improvement and maintenance 
are proposed in accordance with presoriptioiis of a sanctioned working 
plan, it will suffice if this fact is briefly noted. Bat details of snob works 

^ or operations should be briefly entered' when they are merely 
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iceoommondcd in a vrorking plan^ or oonstiiuto donations from or 
additions to a working plan, or oonoern forests for wliioh a sanctioned 
workbg plan does not oxi<t. 

6, Arrangements for grazing and for tho supply of righUbolders and 
other local consumers should be oKplaincd, with such detail as the 
District Officer may require, whothor they are in nocordunoe with tiio 
provisions of a sanotionod working plan or not. 

6. Tho plan should not he a financial plan. For if Budget estimates 
are prepared with full detail, they will constitute oomploto finanoinl 
plans of operations, and tho repetition of financial items will not serve 
any useful purpose. 

^ 7. They should not ordinarily exceed about one page in length for 
Divisions wliich are under working plans from which fow important 
departures arc proposed. In othor cases they should not usually excood 
two to four pages.

21. The scale for the supply of stationery is given in Appendix I, 
Part 46, Tolume II of the Stationery Manual. 

To enable the Conservator’s office to incorporate the requirements of 
the entire circle in one consolidated letum and forward it to the 
Controller of Printing and Stationery early in July of each year, Dm- 
sionsl Officers should submit their indents to the Conservator of Foreste 
not later than the 16th of June. (Vide Appendix 111, Fart IIB,

It also arranges for tho colouring and mount- 
ing of maps when required. All oharges for freight and postage of 
paroels must be borne by applicants tbomsolvos. Xooidontal onargos for 
colouring, mounting, and binding maps and for packing oases aro 
inoludod in tho hills submitted by this office. ' When aocounte aro 
settled by booh debit, tbe rules os to tho disposal of tho dnpUoalo and 
iriplioato copies of tho invotoe, printed thoroon, must bo strictly ad- 
hered to. Oash payments inoludo payments by money-order, romittanco 
transfer receipts, and cheques (not crossed) on European banb in 
Calcutta. Hunto and receipts for poymonfc into treasuries aro not 
aocopled, but postage labels of ibo voluo of half or ono anna aro 
aooopled for bills not exceeding ono rupee in amount, 

All applications for printed maps on Ibo publlo sorrice should bo 
made to the Officer in onargo of iho Map Bocord and Issue Offioo, 13 
Wood 6troot, Caloutia, and should give full ond clear parlioulars as to 
tho hind of map required and its some, and any other information that 
will guide that offioer in hnowing exactly what is required. 

The mode of transit and address or station to whioh tho maps cro 
to be sent should invariably bo speoiilod. All addresses should bo 
clearly written. 

Indent forma for maps on tho public aervice can bo obtained from 
the Offioer in oharge of the Map Biooord and Issue Offioo.

Forest Surveys. 

3l. The following procedure has been laid down, in oonsnltalion with 
r..p«t,r.G«.r.v. .Ir«u, the Su^oyor-Genorttl, iu regard to the procedure 
no. 7*is>7, a>t<a tho asth toboioliowedinoonneotionwith forest surveys 
April iDw. jjjjj obtaining forest maps — 

1. Ordinoriljr the survey of forest areas will be carried out on a 
soalo of S'sl mile and maps thereof furnished to Forest Department 
except where the I'^sl mile standard sheets ore found to be sufficient 
for forest puiposes. 

2. SimUorly forest areas will be surveyed by the topograpbioal 
party, who will at the same time prepare a skeleton boundary of demor- 
oated forosts on the scale of 4'''= I mile. These charges will be debited 
to the Survey Department unless a rearrangement of standard sheets or 
vepublication is found to be necessary, in wbioh case tbe whole cost 
will bo debited to the Map Office. 

Nois.— It rests Tnth Circle Superintendents oE the Survey Department to 
ascertain from ConBOTvatoiB the scale on which maps of forest areas inolndod in 
tho ordinary topographical programme are required. 

3. Tho following prooeduro should be adopted in cases in wbioh 
it is desired to carry out an urgent survey of an individual, forest or of a 
boundaiy outside the ordinary topograpbioal programme after tbe sanc- 
tion of the Government of India has been obtained to tho survey 

The Conservator should first asoertain from the Superintendent of 
the Survey Circle in wbioh the area to be surveyed lies whether be can 
the work in tbe ordinary course or not. If not, tbe Con- 
servator should obtain an estimate of tbe oost from the Circle Superin- 
tendent, and apply to tbe Local Government for sanolion to the work 
being nudoitahen os a spoeial case. If eanolion is occoxded it should 
be oommunioated by tho Conservator to the Surveyor-General, who will 
endeavour to make the necessary arrangements for carrying out tbe 
work after- consulting tbe Inspector-General of Forests, if be oonsiders 
this neoessaty, and after obtaining . the approval of the ^vernment 
of India. 

Kotb.— In provinces where there is a Ohief Conservator, that officer will 
apply for tho sanction of tho Local GoTornment and oommnuioato all sanctions to 
tho SuiToyor.Gcnoial.

4. Whea ‘afc any tinle (wlietlier tbe siiTvey falls within the 
ordinary, topographical programme or not) a survey on a scale larger 
than 2 inches to the mile is desired, the work will he “special” and 
the wMe cost will bo debited to the Forest Department in the province 
concerned. In such oases the procedure will be that pieBcribed in * 
rule ni. 

Forest Maps.. 

32. (0 All forest maps prepared from surveye made in accordance 
with the above rules will be supplied on indents countersigned by 
Divisional Forest OfEoers (who should previously obtain the G’onservax 
tor’s sanction thereto). All indents for such maps should be addressed 
to the Officer in charge, Forest Hap Office, Dehra Dun. 

(tV) Second or further editions of the maps referred to in rule I 
will be prepared only by order of Local Governments and at their cost. 
If a new edition of any existing map is considered necessary, the 
.Oonservator should first oonsnlt the officer in charge of the Forest 
Map Office, Dehra Dun, who will deoide whether it will suffice to 
correct the maps of the previous editiou by hand, or whether the maps 
should he republished after the corrootions have been corned out in 
his office. In the latter event, the officer in charge of the Forest 
Map Office will supply an estimate of the cost, and the Conservator 
will apply for the sanction of tho Local Government to the publication 
of a new edition, os well as to the number of copies to bo printed and 
their distribution. 

(til) "When new additions of maps on any scale necessitate addi- 
tionol survey work in the field, the procedure prescribed under 
No. 8 of the Forest Survey Rules should he followed. 

(fo) Special maps, such as those showing tlie forest areas in a 
province or a forest circle, or to illustrate a report, eto,, will either be 
pieparedby local forest officers or by the Forest Map Office. The 
cost of all special maps will be charged to Local Governments. The 
Conservator may, if authorized by the Local Government to do so 
. correspond direct with the officer in charge of the Forest Map Office 
to asoortoin tho rost of the special maps he requires prepared or 
published, and whether such maps can convemently he prepared 
If this can be done, the Gonservators may authorize the preporation of 
suohmapsand pay for them up toaUmit of Bs, 600 in each easi 
provided that the expenditure can be met from hie grant. The officer 
inohargoof the Forest Map Office wiU be respousiblo in such oases 
for not undertaking any work that may seem to him unoalled for 
having regard to t^ maps that are already available; and also for not 
undertaking work that he is not in a pomtion to carry out punctually.

And Stationery on indents signed or oonntersigued by the officers 
.entitled to indent direct.

(5) Supplementary indents. 
( 0 ) Emergent indents.' 


Annual Indents should be for a supply of all the forms contained in 
the printed list of each department^ sufficient to meet the full require' 
ments of one year, and not more than one annual indent must bs 
submitted from each office for any one class of forms. Separate indents 
for the same forms from the several departments under one officer are 
expressly forbidden, but any forms which are to be paid for should be 
indented for separately.’ 

Supplementary and emergent indents may be due to under-estimate 
in the annual indent, the accidental loss of forms, the revision of 
existing or the introduction of new forms, or to an unforeseen demand. 
Their submissiou causes considerable inconvenience to tbe Stationeiy 
Office, and every care, as far as possible, should be taken, by the 
exercise of forethought at the time of submission of tbe annual indent, 
to prevent tbe necessity for them arising. When supplementary and 
emergent indents, however, are unavoidable, satisfactory explanations 
must be furnished of the oiroumstanoes under which they are requited, 
and the supply of forms indented for should be sufficient, taken with 
any stock in hand, to lost up to the end of the period fixed for the 
annual indent. 

Indents should ho prepared in duplicate, one oopy being retained 
in the indenting office, and the other being submitted to tbe Superin- 
teudent of Stationery. Accompanying the latter copy an invoice sheet 
(Form No. 8, Appendix I) will invariably be sent, whioh will be re- 
turned to the indenting officer with the forms, when supplied, for his 
signature and letum again to the Stationery Office as his leoeipt 
for the forms. 

Instraotioas for the preparation of indents are given in foot-notes on 
the forms. ‘Where it is impossible to comply with them, explanations 
should he entered. A correct indent oau only be based ^ on an exact 
knowledge of tbe stock of forms in hand and an intelligent forecast 
of future requirements. Stock-taking and the custody of forms aVe 
dealt with below. The officer in immediate oustody of the forms 
should he held dheotly responsible, under the indenting officer, for the 
careful preparation of tbe indents. 

The dates upon whioh the annual indents of different officers should 
reach the Superintendent of Stationery are given in column 4 of 
Appendix HA and column 3 of Appendix IIB, The punctual submis- 
sion of all indents is essential. 

Any demand for forms exceeding by more than 10 per cent, the 
oonsumptiou of the indent year last completed must he dearly 
explained when the indent is submitted ; otherwise it will be liable to 
curtailment, or delay may be caused by consequent oorrospoudenoe. 
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Cutitdy of Printed Foma in Indenting Offim and Btoeli-iaking. 

In prery indenting offioe an officer should be specially deputed by 
tbe^ head of the offioe to have the custody ot all printed forms, for 
which he will be personally responsible. An officer of gazetted rank 
should be so employed when there is one. A special £nglish>kuowing 
ministerial officer to keep the accounts of the receipt and oonsumptiQu of 
forms should similarly be nominated by the head of the offioe. 

Packages containing forms should be opened and examined, as soon 
after arrival as possible, in the presence of the officer deputed under 
the preceding rule, who will bs required to certify as to the con tition 
in which their contents were received, and to compare them with the 
invoice sheet accompanying. Any diSerenoes either in kind or quan- 
tity between the forms mentiouedinthe invoice sheet and those actually 
received. must be stated in detail below the printed form of receipt, 
which must be signed and despatched to the Superintendent of Sta- 
tionery immediately after the examination is completed. The nature 
and extent of any damage to the paokages or their contents should be 
oleorly stated. 

Space should bo specially sot apart for the storage of forms, and on 
receipt they should bo arranged in it under look and key. It is essential 
that the general office stuffi should not be able to have aooess to the 
forms without the knowledge of the officer in charge. 

Indenting officers should, by standing order, proscribe the procedure 
under which forms shall be issued from store for oonsumption in their 
offices. The essential conditions to be ensured are that no forms sball 
be issued without Immediate entry in the accounts mentioned in the 
suooeeding rule j that no forms shall bo issued except under proper 
authority ; and that no supply of forms of any one kind in exeess of 
the anticipated requirements of one* month shall be issued at one 
time. The praoMoe of making over at one 'time to the department or 
olerks oonoorned the whole supply estimated for the oonsumption of 
the year is prohibited. It eSeotually defeats the mointenanoe of any 
efficient check over the consumption of forms. 

An oooount in English shall be kept of all forms received end 
issued by the miuisterial officer nominated under Eule 1. As all 
forms come into or leave the store, their receipt and issue shall be 
promptly recorded in this aooount, and the forms of each desoription in 
hand sball be balanced at the end of each quarter. 

. In addition to tho entpr of forms reoeived under annual, emergent 
or supplementary indent, it is essential to record the receipt and issue 
of the same forins if obtained from other sources. It is known that 
forms are oooasioually ^borrowed from subordinate or neighbouring 
offices; similarly, they ate oometimos, on emergency, printed, locally 
or oyolostyled. Such praotioos are irregular, ond, as an altomative to 
the submission of supplementary or emergent indents, are absolutely 
forbidden. If forms ora exhausted, the only course reoognized is to 
indent npou'the Suporintondent of Stationery for a fresh supply, and 
with the exercise of proper foresight it should be possible to obtain 
them in time to prevent the stoppage of work. Should the oltornative, 
however, bo an interference with work, in the event of any delay in 
the sabmissiou of indents or in oomplianoe with them in the offioe of 


* A tkDrtirjpnieJ tai7 b« Sxed ircpnTMltot. 
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fclie Saperinteudeni of Stationery, exceptional measures may Bave to be 
taken. AYbeu, however, reomrse is bad to them in instances of snob 
nnusaal urgency, tbo unauthorized supplies thus obtained must be 
shown in red ink in the Begister of Beoeipts and lEsue^ otherwise that 
register, as a record of the ounsumpiion of forms in the office, becomes 
incomplete and misleading. 

Stook shall be taken of the forme in each section once a 
year. The counting of all forms shall be.done by the clerk in charge 
of the Begister of Beoeipts and Issues of Forms, and the officer in 
charge shall cheek not less than 10 per cent, of the entries. The regis- 
ter slmll then he corrected to show the actual verified balance in hand, 
and the orders of the indenting officer taken as to any disorepanoies 
disoovered. 

In order to reduce labour and to minimise the possibility of mis- 
takes, stock-taking should be done when stook is at its lowest, that is, 
for eooh seotiou, in the course of the month immediately preceding the 
receipt of the fresh supply of the forms of the section from the Super- 
intendent of Siatione:^. 

Introihdiou of New and Ttevhed Forme. » 

The date for the introduolion of revised and newly-prescribed forms 
should ordinaiily coincide witb, or be after, the time fixed for thereoeipt' 
of the annual supply of the section oonoerned, in order that the Super- 
intendent of Stationery may have each form printed with the other 
forms for the annual supply. In oases where the immediate revision of 
an old, or the introduolion of a new, form is found necessary', the 
revising officer should obtain a specific order of Government to the 
'eifuot that the revimon or introduction cannot be postponed till the 
usual time for printing for that partionlar sootion. Where no suoh 
order is obtained, the Superintendent of Stationery will not treat the 
order as urgent, hut will comply with it when the next supply of 
forms is issued. 

Hasty and unneoessary revision of standing forms should be avoided. 
The revising authoiity must in all cases pass orders for the disposal of 
the stock iu hand of the old form whioh has been rendered useless 
by the introduotiou of the new. 

SamplsB of newly-authorized forms are to be forwarded by heads of 
departments to the Superinteudent of Stationery with an order for 
printing and an estimate of the probable consumption of one year. 
Such walking samples should reach the Superintendent of Station- 
ery before the dates on whioh the Babmission to him of the annual 
indents is due, so as to allow ample time for; the printing of the stock 
xe^uired. , ' 

Jtukt for dealing with Indents for Printed Forms in the Office of the 
Controller of Printing and Stationery and in the Press. 

No forms other than the sanctioned standard forms are to be 
supplied without the order of the Government or the Chief Controlling 
Authority. 

Non-standard forms are special forms (not included in the standard 
list) required by the heads of departments generally for their own 
office. These are not kept in the reserve stock of the Stationery Office, 
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but ave printed aooording to the authorized samples fuinished in each 
oase hy the indenting ofQoers with their indents. The annual indents 
for such forms are dealt with in the StaHonery Office in the order of 
of dates. 

Desultory or emergent indents for the immediate supply of aon> 
standard forms must not be submittel, except under very apooial ^ 
oii'oumfitnnoes, when a month’s time wiU. be allowed to comply with an 
indent. 

The Saperintendent of Stationery, in oommnnioation with the 
heads of central offices, is to determine the qualities and sizes of paper 
requited for the several kinds of forms. 

Officers are to be reminded when indents are due, and in oaso of ^ 
failuro to submit them in proper time should be reported to superior 
authority. The requirements of offioers whoso indents have not been 
.reoeived are to ho provided fur iu the annual oonsolidatod ind nt 
on the Pi ess on the basis of the indents rooeivod from them in tho 
previous year.

He- 
may, however, when ho deems it necessary, record his remarks on any 
oommnnioatiou addressed to the Oonservator by his departmental Bnbor> 
dinates; and he may return to the Conservator for raonuaderotion any 
instruotions addressed by the latter to the Forest Divisional Officer, 
recording the grounds on which ho solicits suoh reconsideration. 

6. In the event of tho District Officer and tho Conservator differ- 
ing on any matter in connection with oorrespondenoe passing through 
the office of the former, should tho differonoo not be removed by 
mutual reforeaoQS, the pnint, with the oorrespondenoe out of whioh it 
arose, should bo submitted to tho Commissioner, who shall oudoavour 
to settle it with tho Goueervator, and, if nnablo to do so, lay it before 
Government for orders, informing tbe Conservator. 

6. Tho Conservator shall bo tho oontrolUng authority in all 
matters of patronage in tho subordinate branohes of tho Forest Service 
and in all matters of departmontal^ disoiplino. 

7. Tho annual plans of operations, proscribed in section 84 of tho 
Forest Department Oodo, shall bo submitted for Oonservator’s sanc- 
tion on tbe Ist September in each year, through tho District Officer, who 
will record thereon his approval or disapproval (stating his reasons) of 
tho oontomplatod opsrotions, la. the event of a dillorenoo of opinion 
bctwcon iho District Officer ond the Oonsorvotor in respect^ of any 
proposal oontaiued in tho plan, tho matter must either be dropped or 
referred to the Oommissioaer, and dealt with as laid down in Bnlo d. 
After final approval of tho annual plan of operations, no deviation 
therefrom, and nothing omitted from that plan nt tho time of final 
approval, shall be permitted without tho consent of all parties who 
agreed to its provisions in the first instance. The responsibility for 
carrying out the provisions of 'annual plans of operations will rest 
entirely with tho Diidsional Forest Officer. 

8. Tho arrangements regarding the provision of fund", power of 
senotion, and the rendering of accounts shall he those in force, or as 
modified from time to time, under tho orders of Qovornment.

officials render assistance in the management of all forests. All 
distinctions and practices which are likely to onoourago the impression 
that forest work lies outside the ordinary duties of Land llevouiie 
officials should bo gradually eliminated.

sotb board oharaotor book labelled with the officer’s 
BepiembetiMo. oamo ond kept oonfidentially. Remarks on (1) 

administrativo capacity, (2) technical skill, (3) physical capacity, 
(41 morel oharaotor should be recorded onoe a year on 25th June 1910. 
The rolls of officers in indopendont obargo of Forest Divisions should he 
filled by tho Oonscivator, and these officer in turn should fill iu the 
rolls of their gozelted subordinates. No officer should have a “black 
mark ” set ogainst his name without being informed of it, in order 
that bo may have an opportunity of explnuation and reform. For ibis 
purpose “ black marks ” or unfavouralle opinions may be divided into 
three olnssos, viz. — 

(1) Remarks of so damaging a oharaotor ns to indioate a course 

of ofiioial conduct which, if persisted in, must entail orders 
injuiions to the officer affected. 

(2) Remarks indicating faults in an officer’s official character

reotod by him. 


Iu communicating the nihstanco of tho remarks through tho proper 
channel officers who come under class ( 1 ) should be given a warning 
to-the effect that serious notice will be taken of their oonduot unless

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they show improvement, ond those who come under class (2) should he 
told that it is hoped that the nest year’s report will show that they 
have remedied the faults poiute 1 oat. It is not, however, intended 
that reasons for the opinions recorded should be slated, or tliat there 
should bo any long and disagreeable oorrospondonco in this matter 
hotween the officer ooncorned and his superiors. An olBoor subordi- 
nate to the Conservator is not entitled to demand reasons, and if any 
offioer desires to know reasons ho should bo informed that any esphi- 
nnation he may have to olTor will bo suhmitted to Govommont with the 
Conservator’s remurks. Whenovor thoreforo reasons arise for the 
grant of promotion, or of a personal allowanne, or for the stoppage of 
nn iuerement, the ohnraoter roll of the officer oonoerned should be 
submitted to Govornmeut in original in a confidential cover.

3. Tho olQoor mast, not latter than 15 days after tho end of tho 
quarter for which salary in foreign service is earned, romit direct to 
the Oomptrollor, IncUa Treasuries, tho amounlpayablo by him on aooount 
of contribution in respont of hiq salary for the quarter, tbo remittanoo 
to he advised in such form as'tho Oomptrollor, India Treosurios, may 
require — Artiolo 776, Civil Sorvtco Hogiilations.

If snoh leave is granted to an officer, 
the Comptroller, India Treasuries, -shall, on the fact coming to his 
notice, reqnire the leave so granted to be oommnted to the leave for 
which the officer is eligible under rule, and call upon him to refund 
any allowance drawn by him in excess of the amount admissible. If 
the officer fails to comply with these conditions, he will be liable to 
forfeit his previous service under Government, and to cease to have 
any claim on Government in respect of either pension or leave allow- 
anoes — ^Note to Article 782, Civil Service Begulations. 

7. Privilege leave may be granted by the Poreign employer if 
reported by the Comptroller, India Treasuries, to be admissible under 
rule.

TaMiig of Eniploymont while on leave. 

13. A goEjtted officer who is in receipt of furlough or leave allow- 
•oor.rnm.nt of indi. anocs may aot, without the Special Orders of the 
EMojntion So. S8M p., Government of India, take service under another 
dnt t a t ny . employer in this country, and no such officer 
whose services have been lent to any other employer in India can take 
leave or obtain leave allowances from Government or from the 
employer to whom bis services have been lent unless be actually 
quits his employment for the period of snoh leave. In the case, how- 
ever, of a non-gazetted officer the special permission of bis depart- 
mental superior may be accepted as sufficient authority. 

The above orders referred to the aooeptance of employment of a 
private or casual nature, and do not apply to the aooeptance by offioeis 
while on leave of employment of the kind for which the Foreign 
Servioe Buies in Part YII of the Civil Service Beguladons provide. 
An officer who, during leave, takes up au appointment which is sneh 
as should for publio reasons and not merely in his own interests be 
filled hy a servant of Government, must be transferred thereto in' the 
regular way by the authority empowered to authorize his transfer 
under the rules^ regulating transfers to foreign service.

25. Tho following rules relating to tlie taking of security from 
offioiu's of the Suboidinate Forest Service, that is to say, llongers 
Forc-^fers, Guord«, and other subordinatos, clerks and peons, nro 
presciibed in supersebsion of provions orders on the subjeot. They 
nj)ply to all offioers, whether holding permanent or officiating 
appointments : — 

J . Kvory offioor through whoso hands public money pa'ses is to 
iuinish soeurity. Tho soalo at whioh sootirity is to bo taken from Head 
Oleiks of Forest Divisions, Forest liangers, and Foresters is given 
helow : — 

Head Clerks of Forest Divisions, not less than Bs. 500 ordinarily, 
and Jls. 1,000 in bpoeial cases, with tho approval of tho OoDservator. 

Forest Bangers, Rs. 1,000, and, when in charge of revenue stations, 
Be. 2,000. 

Foi osiers, Rs. 500, and, when in ohargo of rovonuo station®, 
Es 1 ,000. Provided that this rale does nut apply to forest guards or 
ollico peons whose case is covered by tho next following mlo. 

2. Forest guards and office peons must either furnish a cash 
Econrity of Us. 50, in a single payment, or by monthly doduotion from 
pay of not less than one rupee, till iho above amount has been oomplelcd, 
or they must give a socuiity bond, esooutod by some person of known 
respectability and solvonoy, for thoir good nnd honest conduct, in tho 
following form 

“ I know A. B to ho on honest man, and I agree to forfeit Es. 50. if 
oallod upon to do so. should ho bo proved to have embezzled Govern- 
ineut money up to tliat amount. ” 

3. All officers who liavo to furnish soourity in excess of Rs. 500 
shall give it iu tho form of Govornraent promissory notes, or in cash. 
It it is given in cash, tho sum will bo invested in ns many Government 
promissory notes as it u ill purchase, tho balance, if any, being placed in 
tho Savings Bank ns a security deposit (Govornmont Order No. 40GJ, 
dated 2<tii October I89G). 

4. Officers who have to give soourity of Es. 500 and under shall 
give it in Ibo form of Post Office Snviiig.s Bank doposits. 

6. If an officer is unable to furnish tho full amount of seourity due , 
from him in a single payment, ho may, at tho discrotion of tho Oonsor- 
vator, ho permitted to pay it by monthly instnlmouts of not less than 
one-fonrlh of his jiny. 

0. IIouso property may in no onse bo occopted as seourity. 

7. No officer appointed aftor tho dato of thoss rules to any post 
Toguiring seourity will he permitted to furnish it in tho form oL landed 
property. 

8. Officers who alt eady give soourity in landed property will bo 
required to set apart 25 per cent, of thoir aabirios in order to provide 
SOI urity in the form of inroraissory notes or Savinga Bank deposits. The 
security given by them in landed property v ill remain in. force until 
tho requisite amount has boon made up by dedneti ms from their pay. 

. 9. Tho form of security bond annexed lo those rules is prescribed 
for treasurers. Tliis form is also to bo tnken as a nio'del in other cases 
in which security is required from officers having charge of public 
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sionoy. In bucU coses the nature of the office may be snob as to call 
for raodifieafion in the •working of the form, but it is important that 
there should be as little diffeieneo as possible in the nature of the 
obligation of the signatories to the bond, aud the interest of Govern- 
ment must in every instance, be fully scoured. 

10. Promissory notes and Saving! Bunk deposits lodged as security 
shall not be returned until after six monilis from the date of vaoatiou 
of the office, but soourity bonds should bo retained permanently, or 
until it is certain that there is no necessity for keeping the'm longer.

4. Officers on leave either in OaloutU or the mufassal who, while 
at a station other than that from which they went on leave, ore desirous 
of obtaining an extension of leave on medical certificate, must, if in 
Calcutta, apply to the Medical Officer to whom the department in which 
they are employed or the department of the Seoretariat to which they 
are immediotely subordinate is allotted, and if in the mufassal, to the 
Oivil Surgeon or Givil Medical Officer of the district. In every suoh case 
it will he the duty of the Medical Officer, before he grantsa certificate, to 
ascertain partioakrs regarding the applicant's previous medical history, 
and the fact that this has been done shall be mentioned in the medical 
certificate. 

5. Selected candidates for employment in Government service will 
he examined only on the requisition of the Head of the Department 
for which they have been selected. In Oalouttn, such requisitions must 
be addressed to the Medical Officer to whom the department has been 
allotted, and to no other. officer; and in the mufassal to the Givil 
Surgeon or GivU Medioal Officer of the distriot in which they are to 
serve. 

6. Medical oertifioafes granted to selected candidates for employ- 
ment in Government servioe will ordinarily be in PormI, but oertifioates 
in Porm II will be given when specially required by the Head of the 
Department. Those granted to officers in the servioe of Government, 
whether gazetted or nou-gazetted, will he in Perm III, which is 
prescribed in article 828 of the Oivil Servioe Begulations. 

7. In every case, if the opinion of the Medioal Officer is unfavourable 
to the opplioant, an appeal will lie to the Medical Board, and the 
dedsion of the Board aball be final. 

The Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to direct that these rules shall 
also apply to the establishments under the Government of India in 
Calcutta, and that the orders distributing the establishments of the 
Governments of India and of Bengal, for the purpose of the grant of 
medical oertifioates, will not ofleot the right of any officer under either 
Government, lesideut in Oaloutta, who is entitled to the attendance of

The attention of officers is also drawn to the nocessily of recording 
accurately and fully such prominent pcarsonal

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Identification of Pensioners. 

36. All applicants for service pensions, with the oxoeption of those 
00T.rnmcnt of idSi. hereinafter mentioned in rule 10, shall, nt the 
Ortob'“i 8 »s ^'‘*** **'* preparation of their applioations for 

“ “ ” ■ ^ pension, make, before the head of the o£Boe, in 

the first page of their application for pension in the space provided 
therein for the purpose, an impression of the ball of the thumb of the 
left hand. 

An impression similar to that mentioned in rule 1 shall at the same 
time bo taken on a slip of paper and shall be attached to the applica- 
tion lor pension. 

These impressions will be sent, together with the pension papers, to • 
the officer reporting on the olaim to pension, and be forwarded 07 him 
to the authoritjr who has to sanction the pension. Thej wilt thereafter 
be forwarded by the sanotioning authority to the officer who audita 
payments of the pension. 

The impression given on the application for pension will serve in 
the auditing office as a permanent record of the impression, while that 
given on the separate slip will be pasted on the Disbursing Officer’s 
half of the Permanent Pay Order. 

On the fisrt appearanoe of a pensioner on or after 1st April of each 
year, the Disbursing Officer will, except in the oases of pensioners 
mentioned in role 10 , take an impression of the thumb of the pensioner’s 
left hand on his pension hill, pd besides identifying the pensioner 
from the other partioulars given in'the JOisbursing Officer’s half of -the 
Permanent Pay Order or in the Audit Register (as the ease may he), 
identify him from a comparison of the impression given on the hill 
with that pasted on the Permanent Pay Order or in the Audit Regis- 
ter, and in case of dilleronoe in the two impressions will refer the 
matter to the offioor before whom the impression pasted in. the Per- 
manent Order or in the Audit Register had been made. 

Except Native Princes, European ladies, persons" who have been 
gazetted officers, and those speoially exempted by Government (these 
exceptions being made on the ground that there can bo no diffionlty in 
future identification), all pensioners shall be liable to the operation of 
those rules. 

Parda ladies and illiterate pensioners shall give a thumh-impres- 
slon on their hills before the person granting the life oertifioate, or, in 
the ease of illiterate pensioners who porsonaUy attend the paying office, 
before tho Disbursing Officer. 

On the renewing of a Permanent Pay Order, tbe original impres- 
sion shall bo out oft from the old and attached to the new order. 

Impressions shall be taken in tho foUowmg manner : — 

A small quantity of ordinary printer’s ink (whioh will be supplied 
by the Controller of Stationery, Oaloutta) mixed with a very 
smoll quantity of eweet-oil, should be well rubbed with an India-rubber 
roller on a tin slab until a very thin even layer is formed. The hall 
of the thumb of the left hand of the peDsionex, after being wiped, 
should be laid on the inked slab aud_ rolled from side to side (not

It must be 
speoially borne in mind that any side movement, either at the time of 
applying or removing the thumb, will oaaeo a smudge and spoil tke « 
impression. 

In the case of pensioners now on the pension list, Disbursing 
OfBoers will, on the nest oooasion on whiok each pension is paid and 
after careful identifiioalion of the pensioner, take his or her impression 
on the Permanent Pay Order or Audit Register. 

A thumb-impression should also bo taken in the sorvioe books of 
persons in service in the space for ** Disiinotive Marks.’' In all oases 
when an ofHoor is sent for medical examination, the examining Medical 
OfScoT or Board should be asked to obtain the thumb-improssiou of the 
candidate for appointment, leave, or pension on the medioal oertifioate. 
This last impression should afterwards be vori&od with that in the 
Service book by the head of the oi&oe.

enquired what rule was observed ■with regord to 
giving Gorornment officers necessary information 
as to disnuEsals of public servants; whether 
any ditforonce wos made between oases where re-employment is prohi- 
bited nnd_ where it is not; and whether in any case of dismissal 
in which it is decided^ to issue a public notification the oouse which 
led to the dismissal is specified. Tho replies received to the letter 
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of 2Isf June bIiovt that a unifonu praotlce is not obsorvod in the 
different PrOTinoes in dealing with, this matter. The Gtovernor'G’eneral 
in Gonnoil aooordingly dooms it dosirable to stato tho general prinoiplee 
which should be obsorFod in di^osing of suoh oases. 

2t In the first place, His Exocllenoj in Oounoil desires to direct 
attention to tho distinotion that exists botiFeon the removal or disohargo, 
and the dismissal, of a publio servant. Bomoval from ofBoo for suoh a 
cause as unfitness for tho duties of tho office need not usuallj ontail 
any further oonseqnonees. It ought not to bar ro-appointment to 
another ofifioe, for the duties of which the porson may bo suited, and it 
should not ho accompauiod any subsidiary orders which would 
operate ns suoh a bar or otherwise prejudice tho person in question. 
Bemoval should be tbo penalty in all oases where it is not thought 
nooessory to bar future ro-omploymont under Govornmont. 

8. In cases of dismissal, on tho other bond, tho effoot of the order 
should bo to preclude tbo dismisod oilioor from being ro-omployed. Ordi* 
nary cases of tho dismissal of noa*gazotted officors uood not be notified in 
tbo Government Gazotto. As a preoautiou against tho inadvoitont 
ro-employmont of men who may have been dismissed, it would bo 
sufficient to rale fhot officers should nsoortaiu whotboi an applicant 
for a post has been in Government sorvioo before, and should refer to 
his previous omployor if tho oironmstancos oonnected with hie disohargo 
are not olosr. Tito applicant should ho required to produce a copy of 
his oharaoter hoolc or other record of sorvioo, and a porson who sneoeods 
in obtaining employment by tho concealment of bis antecedents would 
obviously merit dismissal on tbo tnie facts being disoovorod. Tho 
sanolion of tho Local Government or Administration should alwoys be 
required to tho ro-employraerit of porsons dismissed. 

4. Tho dismissal of publio servants should, tbo Govomor-Genotal 
in Gonnoil considers, bo notified in the Gozelto only in tbo following 
cases, viz., (1) when it is nooessnry to notify tbo publio of tbo romovol 
from service of an ofBoor, whether hec&uso bis appointment was 
previously gazetted or from^ any other cause, ond (2) when it is 
Opooially desired to ozoludo' from To>o<nploymont in tho sorvioo of 
Govornmont of public servant who has been dismissed for a heinous 
offence, snob as fraud or falsification of aooounls. 

5. Tho reason for tho dismissal of a publio oifiocr should not he 
stated in tho notification regarding his dismissal, oven in oases in 
whioh a oonviotion has boon oblaiuod in a Oriminal Court. It will bo 
sufficient to annouucoin tho case of any person whoso dismissal will 
ho notified in aooordanoo with ilto prinoiplo laid down in paragraph 4 
of this oiroular, that tbo Govornmont has dlsponsod with his sorvioos, 
except in those oases in whioh tbo cause of dismissal ooustitutos a dis- 
qualification under the terms of tho law regulating tho tenure of a 
particular appointment, and it is for this reason necessary to oouplo 
with tho annoaneouMat of tho dismissal a statement of tho grounds 
upon whioh it hos boon ordered. 

6. The Government of India leave it to tho Looal Governments 
to make suoh arrangements as they think necessary for soouring that 
offioors serving under thorn are informed what Government sorvonts, 
other than those whoso dismissals havo boon gazetted, havo boon 
disraisBod. There is not 'before tho Govornmont of India euffioiont 
ovidonoo to show that it is nooessory to oommunioato suoh.' information 
hotwoou Provinoes, if tho preoaulions above mentioned aw token by 
officer when making appointments to yacani posts. 
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Petitions or Appeals. 

41. Prom time to time petitions or appeals against the orders of 
GoTsramont of todiii Ko. offiofirs, removing or dismissing Government 

servants, reach the Government of India. Such 
^ appeals ordinarily ore fortvarded tbrongh, or are 

reported upon by, the Local Governments. And the Governor-General 
in Oounoil is glad to say that he very rarely indeed sees ground for 
thiniing snoh removals hasty or unjust. The general rule of the 
service is that the authority who can appoint to a partioulor office has 
power to dismiss or remove from that office ; and an appeal lies froiti 
an Older of dismissal to the official superior of the officer who passes 
such order. Since the date of the order passed hy the Court of Direo< 
tors in 1851, no general instmotions on the suhjeot of dismissing puUia 
servants have been circulated by the Government of India. Local 
Governmenta have from time to time issued such orders ; and copy of 
a recent circular of the North-Western Provinces Government on the 
subject is appended to this Eesolution. His Excellency the Governor- 
General in Council believes that the forhearance and oonsideratioQ 
enjoined by the Honourable Court are usually exercised by public 
officers of all grades and deporsments ; but at the same time he deems it 
advisable to republish those instruotions with the followiag remarks > 
In order that a dismissed servant of Government may be able to 
exercise his right of appeal, it is obviously necessary that the charge 
against him, bis defence, and the order thereon, should be reduced to 
writing. And this course, so far as the Governor-General in Council is 
aware, is usually taken. lu the case of publio servants who are dismissed 
in oonsequenoe of facts or inferences elioited at a judicial trial, or in the 
. oase of persons who abscond with an accusation over their heads, this 
procedure may be unnecessary or impossible. But in all other oases of 
the dismissal of public servants, the charge against^ a publio servant 
should be reduced to writing, his defence should be either taken in, or 
reduced to, writing, and the deoisioo on such defence should also be in 
writing. In many oases (snoh, for instance, as that of a olerk at an 
outljing tahsil station) the officer who passes the order of dismissal 
may not be able to make the enquiry himself, and the proceedings 
leading to dismissal would be oonduoted by the superior officer on the 
spot. The record of such charge, defence and deoision would then 
furnish suffioienb information for, and should be submitted to, the 
superior officer or the Government to whom the dismissed servant may 
prefer an appeal. _ . • • j

1. Every petition to tho Government of India should be forwarded 
through the Local Government having jurisdiotion in respoot of tho 
snhjeot-matter of, the polition. In oases where no LoodI Government 
is in a position to deal with the snlgcol-mattor oE the petition, it should 
ho forwarded through tho Local Government within whoso jmisdiotion 
tho petitioner is or hos lest been residing or employed. 

2. A petition may he cither in manusoript or in print, but must, 
with all accompanying doouraenls, bo properly autbentioatod by the 
signature of the potitionor, or, when then politionors are numerous, 
by tho signatures of one or more of them, and it must oonoludo with a 
spooifio prayer. 

3. Every petition should ho accompanied by a letter addressed to 
the Local Government requesting its transmission to tho Government 
of India, and, when any order of a Local .Government is appealed 
against, by a copy of such order, as well as of any orders passed in the 
case by subordinate authoritits. 

4. Communications on matters oonnoolcd with any hills before tho 
Oounoil may ho addressed either in tho form of a petition to the

If the petition is an appeal against an order of dismissal from 
Government servioe, the papers submitted by the Local Government 
should show whether the charge against the petitioner was reduced to 
writing; whether his defence was taken and reduced to writing ; and 
whether the decision was in writing. Where service or character books 
are maintained, these also should be submitted. 

10. When the petition is not in English, the Local Government 
should transmit a translation with it. 

11. Local Governments are vested with discretionary power to. 
withhold petitions addressed to the Government of India in the follow- 
ing oases ; — 

(1) When a petition is illegible or unintelligible. 

(9) When a petition contains language whioh in the opinion of 
the Local Government is disloyal, disrespectful, or 
improper. 

(3) When a previous petition has been disposed of by the Secretary 

of State for India or the Governor-General in Oounoil, and 
the petition discloses no new facts or oiroumstanoes whioh 
afford grounds for a reconsideration of the case. 

(4) When a petition is an application for pecuniary assistance by 

a person manifestly possessing no claim. 

(5) When a petition is an application for employment from a 

person not in the service of Government; or is a request 
for exemption from the provisions of any law or rule pre- 
soribing'the qualifications to be possessed by persons in the 
servioe of Government, or by persons engaging in any 
profession or employment. 

(6) When a petition is an appeal from a judicial decision with 

whioh the executive has no legal power of interference. 

Note 1.— In the following oases, namely— 

(a) when a petition is an appeal from a judicial decision in a case 

in whioh the Government has reserved any discretion of 
interference, or 

(b) when a petition is an appeal from a judicial decision in a suit 

to which the Government was a party, or 

(o) when a petition is practically a prayer for mercy or pardon, or 
contains such a prayer, 

the petition must be transmitted to the GoTonunent of Isdio; unless it

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Note 2.— When a petition of the kind referred to in olauee (c) of 
Note 1 is addressed to the Government of India after a previous 
petition has been rejected by the Local Government, the petition must

(7) When a petition is an appeal against an order of tho Local

(8) When a petition is an appeal against a decision which, by any 

law or rule having the force of law, is declared to be dual.

Borvico, and has reference to^ his pirospeotivo claim for 
pension, except os provided in Article 915 of the Civil . 
Service Regulations. 

(10) When a petition is on appeal against the non-eseroise by the

provides a different or speoifio remedy, or in regard to 
which the time limited by law for appeal has been exceeded.

Civil Suits and Prosecutions against Govorniuent Oillcers. 

44. When a preseoation against an officer of Govemmont is insti- 
Oownuiieiit of Bengoi Jutod by 0 puhUo Servant, the officer charged will 
Mihrlhmmff' ho loft to defend himsolf, but Government will 
defray hia reasonable costs in tho event of his 
being acquitted and it being shown that his conduct throughout had 
been free from all blamo. If, though acquittod of the ofionce o'harged 
his conduct should appear not to bo froo from blame, he will revive 
any suoh portion, if auy, of the cost inourrod by him as may seem 
fitting to the Qovornmont.^ 

2. In the oaso of a civil suit or a criminal prosecution institutod 
by a private person ogainsta publio servant for acts done in the disoharce 
of hiB public duty, tho following course will bo followed ; 

Under tho provisions of sootion 424 of tho Code of Civil Procedure 
no suoh civil suit con bo instituted until the expiration of 
two months after delivery of the notice under that section. 
On receipt of such notice tho public servant concerned will 
at onco report to his superior officer all tho oiroumstonoes 
neoossary to the forming of an opinion on the case. Tho 
superior officer receiving suoh report will, without delay, 
after moking any enquiry that may bo necessary, report all 
the facts of the oaso, with his looommondation, lor tho 
wdors of Government, through the usual official channel. 
;^vernment will pass ordere after consulting the Lerrai 
Remembrancer, if necessary. ° 

Section 197 of the Criminal Procedure Code lays down a speoinl 
proflodure in regard to criminal prosecutions against certain 
classes of officers. In those oases there would olways be 
ample time to obtain tho orders of Government as to 
undertaking the defence of tho offioors, and this should 
bo done. In the oose of OTminal prosecutions ogoinst other 
oloBses of publio servants, it may ordinarily bo impossible 
to obtain; tho orders of Government before tho oommenoe- 
ment of tho proceedings before tho Court, and, when 
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this IB BO, it must rest with the local olBoers to decide 
whether the defence should be undertaken by the G-07ern> 
ment or not. WlieneTer it is probable, however, that the 
orders of the G-overnment can be obtained in time, a full 
report should be at onoe submitted through the usual 
official channel. If such orders are received before the 
commencement of the proceedings, they will be acted on : 
if not, the local officers should themselves decide upon the 
oourse to be taken. 

8. Where no appearonce is entered on behalf of Government and 
the suit is dismissed or the accused discharged or' acquitted, the oase 
will be dealt with as is provided under Buie 1, allowanoe being mado 
for the expenses (if any) realizable under the order of Court. 

4. It is to be distinctly understood that charges, the payment of 
whioh may be applied for under these rules, must bo moderate, and that 
the Government does not bind itself to pay unnecessary expenses which 
the officer ooncemed may choose to inoure. In petty oases an appear* 
anoe in person will be often quite sufficient, and where this is so, the 
employment of a pleader is superfluous. Tn the same way requests for 
the payment of Counsel will be entertained only under very exceptional 
circumstances. ^

Conduct of Officers.* 

Dealing of Officers with Press. 

45. Some misoonception appearing to exist with xespeot to the 
power whioh officers of both services have ’over the- 
documents and popers whioh come into their 
possession officially, the Governor-General in 
Council deems it expedient to notify that such documents and papers 
ore in no case to be made public, or their contents communicated 
.to individuals, without the previous consent of the Government 
to which alone they belong.

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!lfhe officer ia poBsesalon of Buoli doouments aad papoM oap only 
legitimately uee them for the furtherance of the public service in the 
discharge of hia official duty, and it is to bo understood that the saiao 
rule -which applies to doouments and papers applies to information of 
which officers may become possessed officially. 

, The Governor-General does not think it necessary to issue any 
nor.rmoat of lodi. gonoral Order entirely prohibiting tbo_ disolosure, 
110.10.H, a»t«d lotUDe- Without special authority, of any information 
ceniberi 878 . reooivod Officially. In such matters much must 

neoessarilly bo loft to the disoietion and intelligence of offioers holding 
places of trust, and in ohargo of duties more or less important. 3 Bat 
His Escellenoy would impress upon all officers the serious responsibility 
involved in the exercise of the disoretion. Whenever there is any room ' 
for doubt as to the right conisa to pursue, the orders of superior author- 
ity should he obtained before information regarding the publio affairs is 
communicated to any one not offioinlly entitled to rooeivo it. 

(a) No officer of Government, not spooinlly authorized in that 
QoTcnmrat ot India heholf, IS at liberty to oommunicato to the Press, 
IMG ****** directly or indirectly, information of which 

he may booomo possessed in the oourse of his official 
duty. A similar professional retiocnoo should be oxeroised by all 
officers of Government in their private and uuoffioial intercourse with 
non-offioial persons, and even with officers of Government belonging 
to other deportments. His Exeellonoy the Yioeroy and Governor- 
General docs not for a momont intend to debar offioers of Government 
in privato life from tho same freedom in the disoussion of public events 
which is enjoyed by all His Majesty’s subjects; hut when an 
officer has in tho oourso of his duty hocomo posscssod of spcoial informa- 
tion not yet made public, he should olwoys be strictly oh his guard 
against the temptation of divulging it, even to other servants of 
Governmont, whon these are not officially entitled to his coufidenoe. 
Irresponsible persons hearing faots of interest mentioned without 
reserve in tho oourso of general conversation oan soaroely be expootod 
to restrain from repeating thorn to others, and thus giving them a 
promature and too often a garbled ourronoy. 

(i>) His Exoellenoy tho Viceroy ond Govornor-Genoral feels suro 
that he has only to invito the attention of the officers of Governmont to 
tho importance of this matter to seouro their earnest oo-operation in 
putting a stop to euoh oasuol and unpremeditated breaches of official 
oonfidoDoe. Offioers of Government are bound to be ns reserved in 
respect of oil matters that may oomo within their oognizanoe during 
the discharge of thoir publio duties as lawyers, hankers, or other profes- 
sional men in regard to the affairs of thoir clients. 

(0) For the dno oommunioation to the Press of suoh information 
as moyunobjootionably bo given to it, deportmontal arrongements must 
be mode under proper authority. 

(a) Ho offloer in tho sorvioe of Government is permitted, without 
Gorornmmt xt itidi. ^^0 pxevious Bonotion in writing of the Govem- 
^*‘***‘'* under which he immediately serves, to 

^ ' beoomo the proprietor, either in whole or in part, 

of any newspaper or periodical publioation, or to edit or to manago 
any suoh paper or publication. Suoh sanotion will only be 
given in the case of nowspapors or pnblioations mainly devoted to the 
discussion of topics not of a politioal character, suoh, for. instance, ds 
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arf;, sotenoe, or literature. The sanotiou will be liable to be withdrawn 
at the disi'retioTi of the Gtovemmeut. 

{b) Officors in tho-sorvioe of Government are not prohibited from 
ooatributiug to the publio Pross ; bat their position makes it inoumbont 
upon them to oonSne thomselves within the limits of temperate and 
reasonable disonssion, and they are prohibited from making pablio, 
without the previous sanction of Government, any documents, papers, 
or information of whioh thev may become possessed in their oUioial 
capacity. These rules have been hitherto in most oases honourably 
observed. In case of departure from them, or if the Government 
should consider the oonneotion of any oflUoer with the Press to be 
contrary to the publio interests, his liberty to ooutribute will be wlthu 
drawn. 

(cl The Government of India will decide in case of doubt whether 
any engageniouta of offioers with the Pross are oonsistent with the 
disohargo of thtir duties to the Government. 

Offioers exoroising important civil functions ore expected to bring 
_ „ to notice anything injurious to the publio'interest 

on I B »i, p*R» . operation of ony law or system ofter com- 

municating with the officors of the department concerned. 

A. member of tbe Government service is not at liberty to make an 
D«p.iA from B.cr,t .,7 ho knows or boliovcs to be the 

ofstmta. No. 141, dited 6tii polloy ot procoduro deliberately approved by the 
‘ GoTOTomont. It is no justification of such attack 

that he is actuated by conscientious motives or has a strong oonviotion 
of the oorreotness of his own judgment. It is improper for any officer 
to convey to tbo publio, whether in writing, or in a speech, or other- 
wise, any opinion upon mattois of Government ])oUoy whioh are, or are 
likely to hecomo, the subject of publio disoussion. It is, of course, 
inevitable that o.<isos must from time to time occur in which the deci- 
sions of Government do not commend tbemselvos to tbe offioers who 
may have to carry them oat. On suoh oooasions the officers in 
question, after making proper representations to their official superiors, 
have only two courses open to thorn, namely, either to acquiesoe loyally 
and silently in the dooision of the responsible authorities, or to resign 
their positions in the sorvioe. 


Folitml dealings of Officers. 

46. The Gkivornmont of India have laid down tbot “servants of 
government have not the same liberty of aotion os private individuals, 
and are hound to hold themselves aloof from many movemonts whioh 
are porfootly legitimate, and which private persons are free to pro- ' 
mote;” and have directed the observance of the following rules as to 
the attitude whioh should be maintaiued by officers in the service of 
Government towards political or {fuast-politioal movements with whioh 
they may bo brought in contact : — 

{a) As a general rule, no officer of Govemineat should attend at a . 
political meeting where the fact of his presence is likely to 
be misconstrued, or to impair his usefulness as an official. 

(t) No officer of Government may take part in the proceedings of 
a politioal meeting, or in orgonizing or promoting a politi- 
cal meeting ox agitation. 
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(c) If in any oaso an officer is in douK wlieiher any aoiion '\ 7 M 0 h 
he proposes to take 'would oontravene these orders, tho 
matter should he referred to tho Head of the Department 
or distnob and, if necessary, to tho Looal GtoTernment or 
Administration.

Oompiimittarff Addrmet. 

47. Sa'To as in these rules otherwise provided, all servants of 
Ooremmont of t.si. Government, covenanted or unoovonanted, are 

Ko». 72IM3, d«t«a dth jr»y forbiddon to rooeive oomplimontary or valedictory 
addresses in any form, or to aocept testimonials of 
any kind, or to attend publio meetings or oomplimentary entertain> 
meats of a formal and public character held in their honour. 

3. The Q-overnment views with disfavour all similar manifestations 
in the ease of retired offieers, when following immediately upon their 
retirement from aotiro aervioo, and designed as an aoknowlodgment of 
acts done by them while in the service of Government. 

3. It IS not intended to prohibit suoh an osprossion of regard for 
the private or offiolal oharaotor of an offioor rolirlng from service, or 
leaving his station or distriel, as is involved in a farewell entertainment 
supported by his personal friends, oven though some of those may be 
hie official subordinates. But it is expected that tho proceedings on 
such oooasious will be substanlially of a private and informal olmraoter. 

4. Local Govornmonts and Administrations are authorized to 
forward to an officer who has loft a station or difitriot tho resolution of 
any looal public body recording a vote of thanks to him for holp and 
advioe afforded during bis offioiol oonneotion with the station or 
distriot. 

• K • » » 

6. Nothing in the above rules is meant to prohibit oompUanoo 

with tho request of a publio body that a Government officer should sit 
for bis portrait, bust or statue in rooegnition of bis publio services; 
provided that the portrait, bust, or statue is not iuteudod for proseuta- 
tiou to tho officer Concerned. ^ 

7. The participation of 6ovemmont officers in tho raising of funds 
for tho foundation of scholarships, or for procuring a portrait, bust, or 
statue as a spontaneous rocognition of tho servieos of a Governmont ^ 
offioer is not forbiddon; but it should bo clearly understood that any 
solioitation on tho part of officers of Govornmont for subsoriptioas 
from any person who does not voluntarily oomo forward to oontributo 
is disapproved by tho Governmont of India. 

, 8. Tho previous sanotiou of the Govoramout of India must be 

obtained to tho relaxation of these rules iu any special ooso^ in which 
the Looal Government or Administralion may think this dosicahlo. 

Vindiciiion of Official Conduct. 

48. In a general order of tho Govol^ont of India in tho Foreign 
Dopartment, dated* Idth March 1817, it was laid down that a Govern* 
ment offioor is at liberty, if his publio oonduot in the transaotlon of his 
official duties is impugned, to seek redress through tho usual official 
dhaunol by any appeal to tho Governmont ho servos, and that the 
Government so appeolod to will afford him every opportunity of 
vindioating his oharaotor.” As the praotioo in this rospool ianoc 
uniform in all Frovinoos, tho Govornor<CfehoraI iu Oounoil deems it 
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deeiraMe to prescribe tbe following procedure, wbiob should be generolly 
obserred in future: — 

(i) (o) Without obtaining the authorization of the Government 
to which he is immediately subordinate, no officer of 
Government is permitted to neve recourse to the Courts 
for the vindication of hie publio acts or of his character as 
a publio functionary from dpfamatoiy attache. In giving 
authority to institute proceedings, the Local Government 
concerned will decide whether the oiroumstanoes of the 
case are such that the Government should bear the costs 
of the proceedings, civil oi^oiiminal, or leave the officer to 
institute the proseouiion or suit ot his own estpenso; and 
^ in the latter case it will also determine, in the event of the 
matter being decided by the Courts in the officer’s favour, 
whether he should ho recouped by Government the whole 
or any port of the costs of the action, 
t' (i) The ruling above laid down does not cfieot an officer’s right 
to defend hie private dealings or behaviour in any way 
that he may be advised; hut bis 
official reputation is in the oharge of 
the Government which he serves, 
and ^ is for that Government to 
decide in each case whether the 
institution of proceedings to vindicate his public acts or' 
character ie necessary or expedient. 

(ii) Clause (f) of ‘Ibis rule and rale 8 («) of this section do not, 
except indirectly and by implication, prohibit officers from 
oummunicating with the public Press in explanation or 
defence of their official oonduot. The 
Qovemor*G 0 neral in Oounoir hos, 
however, directed that no officer of 
Government shall communicate with the publio Press 
in ipspeot of bis official conduct or sots without the prior 
consent in writing of the Local Government under whidh 
he is serving.

fiO. Pablio servonts of all departments are strictly forbidden to have 
Board'. e«i«.;..bo so. any peoti Diary doalings nith Natives, whether 
Within their jurisdiotion or beyond it, except under 
the restriotions oontained in the four following rules : — 

(a) Whenever a pablio servant wishes to dispose of a house, bunga- 
low, elephant, horse, or oarrioge, or other valuable property , 
to any Native within his jarisdiotionj'or within tho limits 
of the district in which he is employed on the publio 
service, andirom which he is not about to remove, he must 
report his intention to the Looal Giovernment to which ho 
is subordinate, stating the facts and oiroumstauoes and the 
prioe offered for the article to be sold. The Looal Gloverr- 
znentwill then pass such orders on the referenoe as may 
seem fit and proper. 

(A) Whenever a pablio servant is about to quit his station or 
district permanently, or for a oonslderable period, and 
wishes to dispose of bis house, bungalow, elephant, carriages, 
and horses, and the like property of value to Native purohos- 
ers he 'shall report his intention to tho Oommissionor, 
or tho head local authority to which he may bo immediately 
subordiuate, and that authority will use its disoretion in 
allowi^ the transaotion, or in reporting the ciroumstanre 
to the Local Government for further orders.

Anthority of Commissioner as reyards Conduct of Officers. 

58. There are many oases in which the authority of the Commis- 

of bobmi sioner may be UBofuUy oxeioised. They are oases 
fatter xo. 1S17 i., dated in whioh the interference of the Lieutenant- 
Mth Feiraety loos, Govomor is to be deprecated, until it is found 

that the Commissioner’s authority is ignored, questioned or defied. 
The following are examples of such oases :r-^ j j i. 

(2) Casas of forsoml misconduct. — ’This may be lUnstraled by 
reference to drinking or gambling, whereby a man may be ruining 
liimanlf, proving a source of annoyance and oifenco to his brother 
officers and others, and impairing Im effimenoy as a pnblio servant. It 
may he also illustrated by graver oases of immorality, contrary to the 
recognized interests of the Service, and constituting a public scandal. 

(g) Gases of undesirable relatione betaoett officers , — These may be 
illustrated by quarrels that lead to friotion, disoa.arteous action, and 
disregard of the interest of other Departments. _ The- duty of oo-opera- 
tion and iriendlinoss between officers should be inristed on. 

(3) Cases of improper treatment of the people . — This may be illus- 
trated by the discourtesy shown habitually, though often thoughtlessly, 
by some offioexs towards Indian gentlemen visiting them, and harsh, 
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p&SBioQ&to, OBd nngentleniaTily treatment oi sul)ordiQates and otters. 
It may also be illustrated by the pernioious habit a few^ officers have of 
constantly borrowing carriages, horses, etc., belonging to wealthy 
Indians with whom they have offioial dealings. The very occasional 
borrowing ot such articles temporarily and on an emergency is reason- 
able. Sat habitually to be under obligation of this kind so as practically 
to appropriate another’s property is unseemly. 
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CHAPTER VI. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Arms and Ammnnition. 

1. The Government of India, having eanotioned the supply of 
Martini Ilenri rifles to the DiviKional Officer, 
Rn'nuo DcpHtm^'^No! Sundarbaus Division, for distribution among tiie 
SmliBio;' subordinates working in the forest on account of 

the prevalence of man-eating tigers, the following 
rules have been presoribed for the care and custody of rifles and fox 
the receipt and issue of ammunition 


Rules regarding the Care and Oitslodg of Rlfles.and Jmmumfmt supplied 
to Forest Deparhnent, Bengal. 

1. Eegisters in the forms attached shall be kept in dnplicafe of all 
arras and ammunition of all kinds in use in the Sundorbans IJivision. 
One copy of each Register shall be kept by the Head Clerk, and the 
other copy by the Tour Deputy Eanger accompanying the Divisional 
Forest Officer's launeh. This officer, shall bo in charge of all arms 
and ommunition until such have been distributed to other officers for 
use, and shell be responsible that all such arms are kept clean and in 
^ood order. All rifles in his charge shall ho kept under lock and key. 

2 Rifles, and ammunition for them, shall be distributed to 
Government effioers only. 

3. Receipts shall be givon and taken when such a distribution is 
made and in case of the trausier of any arms or ammunition from one 
officer to another. 

4. Mo rifles shall bo lent to wood-cutters or traders. 

5. The Register shall he submitted to the Divisional Forest Officer 
■on the 1st of evory month by the Tour Deputy Ranger. 

6. Transfers of rifles from one officer to another shall be notified 
to the Divisional Office at Ebnlna; and such notice shall he forwarded 
to Iho Tour Deputy Bangor in order to enable him to Dorreot bis 
Register after an entry has hoen made in the Divisional Office Register. 
Entries in the two Registers shall ho compared monthly by the 
Divisional Forest Officer. 

7. Officers in obargo of arms shall he responsible that they are 
kept clean and in good order. Arms must be cleaned at least once a 
week and on each occasion they are used, ns soon ns possible after firing. 
Offioois shall be responsible for the safe custody of oil arms and 
nmraunition in their charge. 

8. All losses of rifles shall be reported to the Oonservator of 
Forests with a full esplonation. of the occurrence, and an annual 
statement showing the distribution of nil rifles shall bo submitted to 
the CoDser^or of Forests, with the return of stores, tools and plant. 

9. All o^ors supplied with ammunition shall be responsible for 
the return of empty cartridge cose**, of wbioh a strict account must 
be kept. Empty'^bau oartridgo coses shall be returned to the Ordnance 
Officer, Fort William, by the Divisional Forest Officer in multiples of 
600, that is, the number contained in oaoh box of ammnnition supplied. 
Empty blank oartiidge oases may be returned in any number. 

10. The Divisional Forest Officer is generally responsible for the 
owe of the Government rifles allotted to the Division nnd for tbeir 
distribution among the forest establishment.

Note on the best methods of collecting, drying, and mounting 
EotanlCfil Specimens hy the Reporter on Economic Products. 

13. The paper used by me for botanical drying purposes is the 
ordinary jail-made paper before it has been polished or sized. I 
believe that that paper is procurable at any Indian jail. The kind 
used by me was obtained from the Lahore Jail at a price of between 
Es. 7 to Bs. 8 per ream of 480 sheets. This quantity should last for 
a good many years, so long as the plants are not allowed to remain in 
it till rotten. This is preveuted by changing the paper every alternate 
day, and by exposing it to the sun it is again dried. By this process 
the moisture is sucked completely out of the plants ; but the process 
should ho oontinned till they becomo quite dry and brittle, instead of 
being flaccid. If a single half-dried plant be stowed away alon» with 
others completely dry, in a week’s time the whole package will ha 
rotten. When onco completely dry, they will keep indoflnilely. To 
ensure their not being oaten by insects, they should he painted over 
with a saturated solution of corrosive sablimate in spirits of wine. 
This not only saves tliom from being eaten by insects, bnt it also 
prevents the partial re-absorption of moisture incident to a damp 
climate from rosultiog in the formation of destmotivo mould or fungus 
growth. 
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2. Ab to the best prnoesa for — 

(n) pressing, and 
(i) mounting. 

(fl) I roroly use more pressure then is necessitated by tying up 
bundles of paper ■with plants between each sheet or two. For this 
purpose I construct iron wire frames, or simple bamboo frames like 
the nooompanying sketch. Between two iron or bamboo frames (each 
a liUle larger than the paper) I tie, with four strings, a bundle of 

paper half a foot thick, 
when going into the 
jungles, I take one of 
these bundles with me. 
When collecting a plant, 

I cut oil n twig ■with 
flower or fruit and one or ' 
two good leaves attaohed. 

I open the frame ond 
place the twig, two or 
three sheets from the 
bottom, taking onto to 
open out or flatten down 
the specimen as well ns 
possible before closing 
iho pnpor over it. I turn 
one leaf of the specimen 
np, for 03:nmiilo, to show tho upper sinfnoo, and the other down to 
show the lower ; and, placing the bund under tho next sheet or two 
of paper, I hold tho plant in the required position ns the fromo is 
being closed. But on collootion I attach a numbered ticket at ouoo 
to^ each specimen, giviiig tho date, locolity, and native name, together 
with any notes os to its being n tree, climber or herb, ns having 
flowers of this colour and that shape, oto. I then close the frame and 
moroh on. This sj sloni of numbering oud recording on tho spot os 
each speoimen is collected I accomplish by having a pocket diary, m 
which I enter the notes, and to tho spooimens I simply assign the 
continuous diary number. Ti^en I como to another required plant, 

I cut off a twig ond plaoo it as before in the frame, leaving two or 
throe sheets of paper between it and tho former, and also place it to 
left or right of tho page, as the ease moy bo, so ns to prevent the first 
and tho second specimens pressing over each other. If^this he^not 
attended to, thick woody specimens will orumploor break delicate things 
above or below them, so that they will dry in an irregular shape, 
instead of flat. On coming home, I give my piOtS to a peon ond order 
him to change tho specimens into fresh paper and tie them up in 
frames, each containing not more than 20 speoiitonB. These frames, 
two and two against each other, are exposed to tho sun, and each day or 
alternate day the paper is changed until the specimens are quite diy< 
Tho same paper after being dried may ho used over and over again. 
Boards might he employed instead of frames, hut these do not so 
readily allow of tho escape of moisture. All the pressure that is 
necessary is obtained by tying tho frames firmly together, i.e,, enough 
pressure to prevent the specimen curling while drying. 
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(4) Ai to mounting— a stiff paper of good quality is required, suok 
as dro'vving paper. The aooeptod size is 10} by 17 inobes. To mount 
the speaimens, get a pot of ordinary glue, prepare a tliio solution and 
keep hot on the^ fire. Place the speoimen face down-wards on a 
newspaper and paint with gluo completely over the surface of every 
leaf, twig, etc. Eaiso it up carefully and place the glued side downwards 
on tite sheet of mounting paper. When thus laid out on the sheet of 
mounting paper, by moans of a damp, clean cloth press or daub down 
all over the surface and wipe off any gluo that may have escaped at 
the margins of the leaves, etc. Then place the mounted sheets eaoh 
between pieces of newspapers; make a pile, and lay on the top a board 
and a weight ; leave in this position for a day or two to let the glue 
set, then remove. If the ends of the mounted speoioieaB are thick, 
paste smell bands of pnper, } inch in breadth, across, in order to 
prevent them from jumping off the mounting sheet. To complete the 
process, paint all over the plant with the poison solution. As this 
iwill dry in, there is no disadvantage if in doing so the paper for an 
inch or so all round he poisoned also. 

3. It would be n good plan for Forest Oflioars to preserve in their 
own ofBecs a duplioato of all colleotions made by them, and those 
might be monuted as above described. The first speoimen oollooted 
ehould he numbered No. 1, and, if a dozen samples of it are oolleoted, 
all should bear No. 1. Again, if its gum be oolleoted, that should 
boar No. 1 also. So with regard to its fibre, its medicine, etc. Some* 
times a plant is too large, and then sections have to be made— one to 
ropresont the ilowor, another tho fruit, and a third the leaf ; but eaoh 
of these seotio as ehould hear No. 1. In a like manner the next plant 
coUeotod should ho treated, every part of it hearing No. 2. But tho 
greatest care should be taken to sco that tbo parts oolloctod are parts of 
tho same plant: nil should, if possible, be tnlcon q// one and the same 
individual tree. Species are often so nearly allied thot without spsoial 
botanical knowledge they cannot be distiugnished. If the same thing 
us No. 1 bo collected from another locality, or daring another season, 
give it o further number (tho nest diary number) ; but tho descriptive 
noto should say that it ie suspocted that it is the same as No. 1, or 
that it is out from the same individual tree ns No. 1. 

4. Having dried thoroughly a batch of plants, taking the greatest 
oaro that what is only partially dry is not sot aside as dry, place a 
speoimen in one sheet of newspaper, with its tickets, etc., complete, 
and close in the ends of the paper by doubling over nn inch or so. 
This prevents the spooimens from falling out of their places. Then 
give a sheet or two without spooimens in them. The next sheet 
with spooimens; but arrange those specimens so that -they will, if 
possible, cover the entire pogc. Wore each spooimon packed in the 
middle of the page, the bundle would booomo convex, and in tying 
it up tho dry, brittle plants would bo brokon, Tho speoimons should 
be so distributed that the bundle will remain quite fiat. Place on 
top and bottom of tho bundle a thin plank or pasteboard. Txo up 
Bcouroly, then sow into oilcloth; or paok in a small water*>proof box 
and despatch by post or train. 

d. Should it bo neoessary for mo to ask Forest Officers for further 
samplos of any one spooimon or for any information, I shall simply 
quote their numbers ; and in furnishing the report I shall say No. 1 
is so and so, No. 2, and so on. It is, therefore, not necessary that 
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Forest Officers ehonld trouble tbomselres ns to tbe soientifio names of 
the plants (unless they e<5' please); but in giving mo tbo vernaoulor 
names, it is essonliftlly necessary that they should bo printed. In 
spelling native namos, the Hunterian systom should bo followed, mors 
ospeoially with tho vowels. Information as to tbo uses of the plants 
would bo most valuable,^ e.p., wbother they yiold a gum, a dyo, or a 
fibre; whether tho leaves, root, oto., are need as a medicine and for 
what mcdioinnl purpose; whether tho seeds afibrd oil, oto., oto. Should 
Forest OfSoers find tho time to record and oommuuicate such informa- 
tion, tho method adopted in proparing nnd utilising the product 
might bo added. 

6 . In oollooting spooimens for tbo Hoportor on Eoonomio Froduots 
n.E.r. Ho. 565. to tho Government of India tho foot whether

■V The Oommitloo hopes that it will bo improBSod upon thoso who 

oolleot speoimons of forest products, 
and epocially wood speoimens, that 
such speoimoiiB are quite worthless 
unless they have boon* botanicnlly 
identified with acenraoy, Becont oxporionco in tbo esomination of 
wood speoimons Toooivod from the Indian Forest Department through 
the Supcrinlendout of the Boyal Botnnio Gardens, Calonlta, has shown 
that this is hy no moans alnnys tho case. It is cssc-ntial than when 
products, including woods, nro prepared for IransmiEsion to thoso who 
will investignto them, they should bo nocompanied by botanionl spooi- 
mens obtained from tho very snuio plant, nnd vouched for by oOicors 
of oxperionoo nnd responsibility. If the oollootion is loft to subordi- 
nates, there is dongcr oi carele-csnoss, nnd this loads to waste ot money 
and timo.
